ST. PATRICK'S CATHEDnAL. 


Sermon by the Kev. Br. McSweeny. 


The tempestuous character of the weather yester- 


day had not the effect or deterring a large congrega- 
tion assembling at the cathedral. Bain or sunshine 
that sacred edifice is invariably crowded to the 
doors. High mass commenced as nsnal at half-past 
ten o'clock, the Rev. Mr. Mcuearu officiating as cele- 
brant. At the termination of the first gospel the 
Kev, Dr. McSweeny preached a sermon, taking his 
test from the epistle of st, James, chapter 1, verses 
22, 27:—"But be ye doers of the word and not 
hearers only, deceiving yonr own selves," The 
reverend gentleman observed that all good worts 
must be accompanied by an intention to pro- 
mote the glory 
of God. St. James 
pointed 


out the condition under which works of mercy 
and charity should be performed. Tney should 
be done in the honor and glory of the Lord. That 
was the .principle and axiom which distinguished 
Christian charity from all worldly acts and which 
enabled the true Christian to obtain an eternal re- 
ward. The dispensation of charity was oftentimes 
surrounded by erroneous impressions. Now it was 
31 ot so much the work itself as the Intention of the 
giver, and it was therefore necessary to bear in 
mind at all times the words of St. Paul, who said that 
Whatever we do should be done for the glory of the 
JLord. After alluding to and fully explaining the 
proper motives that should influence the giving or 
charity, he proceeded to show that in many instances 
good works were performed merely to obtain 
eartnly reward, which, though commendable to a 
certain extent, did not correspond with the 
Ideas expressed by St. James in the text he had 
read. 
The main 
object should 
be to 
se- 
cure eternal salvation, and that by bestowing 
alms, not for worldly fame, but for the glory of God. 
Some persons were actually BO wrapped up in vanity 
that they very often performed the most sacred re- 
ligious duties while their minds were dwelling on 
totally different subjects. "When those people come 
to tlie tribunal of penance so great is their vanity 
that they commence narrating all tne good works 
they have performed, thereby shutting out from their 
minds all thoughts of repentance, and mating their 
vanity the barrier tp tueir salvation. If they wished to 
fce Christians they must cease to admire themselves. 
Good works should not be performed wttli the sole 
view of worldly reward, but for the reward of eter- 
nal life. They must be dedicated to God, who gave 
us the power to perform them. The man who 
tnought that Sis bestowing charity and doing good 
•works would obtain for him the esteem ol his fellow 
men was perfectly mistaken. It was foolishness to 
seek for earthly reward when tlie promises of ever- 
lasting life were encouragingly held out. Every- 
thing should be done with the earnest desire to 
promote tne glory or God. The praise of mankind 
was transitory and soon forgotten, and it was there- 
Tare folly to perform good works merely for the sake 
of attaining: earthly praise. Great men, statesmen, 
warriors and heroes, who had labored for worldly 
fame, had passed away, and with tnem, not nnfre- 
quently, the recollection of their achievements. 
The saints never souzht earthly renown, for being 
self-denying, they dttl not seek praise; and it very 
often happened that those not seeking the approba- 
tion ot tueir fellow men were most favorably men 
tioned and extolled. The holy fathers of the Chnrcli 
•were in themselves humble and declined all 
earthly Honors, bnt they were nevertheless exalted 
upon the altars, and their names would live to 
the end of time. They hated praise and praise fol- 
lowed them. Men of the world followed praise, but 
they oftentimes failed to receive it. simply because 
they eagerly sought it. Woiks of charity and mercy, 
therefore, should be performed, not for the empty 
honors of this world, bat to promote the great glory 
of the Lord; not for tlie esteem of anyboay In tins 
world, but simply In order to secure for ourselves 
eternal treasures by dispensing temporal ones. 
Thus our religion would be pure and unspotted 
before God, otherwise the real benefit would not be 
deserved. Men bhould not deceive their own hearts 
by tne pilKy promptmns of vanity, but should be 
urced by the pure motives which true charity ever 
suggests. The rewards of this world would soon be 
forgotten as the man himself who had performed 
great deeds to obtain them. In all things the ex- 
ample of chnat should be followed, and uie 
fitting 
reward 
of 
charitable 
actions 
-would 
come in time. 
To secure everlasting peace 
should be the ereat Incentive, and thus persevering 
in laith a ciovvn of dory would awatc those whose 
deeds or mercy had been prompted by tne proper 
motives. The reverend gentleman's discourse was 
devoutly listened to and at the conclusion the 
Kev. Mr. McGcau resumed the celebiatlon of the 
lioly ceremonies. The brilliant lights on the altar 
shone with beautiful effect, for the storm which 
raired outside with violence had now rendered the 
cathedral comparatively dark. 
Muudanocla' Mass ia O was performed with excel- 
lent cnect. The ureao especially was well rendered, 
an was also the Sanrfifa and Afinus Dei. Mr. (.Jus- 
tax e Scumitz presided at the new organ, and ma 
beautiful voluntary at the tei initiation of the cere- 
monies anorded ,111 opportunity of heating the qual- 
ity ofits toiu, whicu perhaps is not so powerful as 
it is mclodloua. 


CnMlCH OF ThE STP.AHCER. 


Si-rmon bs Bi'jJiop Wifflitman, of Olinrlcuton. 


Bishop Vvlghtmap; of Charleston, S. C., conducted 


the services of the Lord's bnpner yesterday morn- 
Inn at the Church ol the Stranger, m University 
square. Owing, no flouDt. to the \ ery unpleasant 
state of the weather, theie was a very small congre- 
gation. After praier and tlie singing of a hjmn," 
the Bishop proceeded to preach from the firm chap- 
ter of the First Epistle of Paul to the Thcssalonlans, 
sixteenth verse, "Rejoice evermore." The preacher 
»aid that these words sounded very strange in a 
•world lite ours. Whether we regarded them in the 
light of a law or looked at them iu the aspect 
of a privilege, how very strange, In a world 
of sorrow, labor, tears aud death did these words 
Bound. Addressed to the weary and heavy laden, 
whose paths through life were marked with tears, 
did they seem to have any appropriateness to them, 
to the vast majority of mankind P Addressed to the 
£ay and thoughtless multitudes m the pursuit of 
jilcasurc, how inappropriate these words seemed. 
\ ec tlie->e words, in couuccUon with those that fol- 
lowed. "Rejoice ever nioic; pray without ceasing; 
in everything give thanks," admitted of a very 
wimple solution. These words constituted the great 
iMiolo or experimental religion as taught i>v the 
3S*ew Testament through all the ages of time, from 
the beifinnlUK to this day. And, now, let him 
*SK, what is Christian joy? 
What 
are 
tho 
Kiounds 
of 
Christian 
joy? 
What 
is 
the 
law 
lor 
its pcinetnily? 
These three points 
lie supposed to lie comprehended in the text. In 
older to Hod out the true nature of the rejoicing re- 
ferred to by the inspired apostles it would be neces- 
sary for them to discriminate between happiness 
unil Joy. Ho said, then, that happiness was a har- 
jnony between tlie mind of man and outward cir- 
cumstances. Happiness was n thing that came in- 
wardly upon tho mind from without. If tho cir- 
£uuisianccs which surrounded it were adapted to 
coiilcr comfort jmd satisfaction we were happy. In 
the absence of those circumstances if there should 
1)0 no harmony between tho mmd and these out waul 
circumstances wo weie unhappy. On the other 
JIILIKI, joy differed In its essential fundamental piin- 
c.plcs Iroin happiness. It was a Harmony between 
the intellectual, immortal spirit or 
man and 


<God—the 
supremo anil etcrn.il 
good. 
And 
80 from a fountain of living water within, as H 
ivcie, joy sprang up in the hean, and tlie now of it 
was from wilhm outward. Our Lord beautifully ox- 
pressed that idoa in the worda winch lie spoke on 
the day of the irreaf. feat ar, Jerusalem, wnen lit 
lifted up nig voice nnd cried "If any man thir-steth,- 
let him come to me." Now front tljat brief state- 
ment it might be perceived that many could be both 
Happy anil joyous at the same time.v The happiness 
of a man was gone the moment he lo<*t faith. Kaith, 
hope and love were tne alilntng lutntA, which, like 
the stars of heaven, gave out a biiglrter glow the 
darker the night was. The happy man Jiati his cir- 
cumstances. If they were roiy and bright, then he 
waa happy. Bur no might he happy withoiu having 
one particle or joy. HI-, spint, might no! liavn tasted 
»f tnofe unscjn springs whence Uic joy of an 


tmrnorta! spirit was drawn. Tims when his circum- 
stances changed his happiness was gone. 
He 
became a wreck. That was a strange expression of 
St. Paul when Be spoke of tne Christians of h!s time 
as being sorrowlnl, yet always rejoicing, and 
doubtless many of them wondered bow that thins 
could be. But that view of the subject explained 
itself. Let them for a moment follow the footsteps 
of Panl and Silas In PhillppL as they were of aeged 
down to the dungeon with their backs lacerated. 
Let them plant themselves in imagination by the 
side of that prison house and listen. If they conld 
hear the colloquy between the two sufferers then 
what would be the result? Hark! They clearly 
beard 
hymns 
of 
praise, 
and 
then 
It 
swelled np to neaven an expression of the inner 
joy of the hearts of the two sufferers. 
Now, then, 
there were Paul and Silas, who were sorrowful; and 
yet, though they heard but the clank of their prison 
chains all around them; though their backs were 
sore from the lictor'a rods, yet these elements of dis- 
tress and peisecntlon bad not touched the oasis of 
this joy. What were the grounds of the Christian's 
joy ? How could the Christian be brought to rejoice 
at all and what were the causes of hia joy were the 
themes upon which.-he was speaking to them. The 
fundamental portion of this theme which he had 
been attempting to describe was a fnll apprehension 
in the mind of God's plan of recovering mercy in 
the gospel of our Lord. The reverend gentleman 
concluded by adverting to the mysteries of religion, 
holding that if there were no mysteries the Christian 
religion should be thrown aside. - 


MURRAY Hill BAPTIST CHURCH. 


Representative Young j>len 5n Folly and Vice. 


Rev. Sidney A. Corey delivered a lecture last even- 


ing, at the Murray Hill Baptist chapel, Lexington 
avenue, near Thirty-seventh street, on "Representa- 
tive young men in folly and vice." The church is of 
veryj)e(ft« proportions, and only accommodates a 
congregation of about 100 persons. It was filled 
with young men, with a slight sprinkling of ladies. 
The preacher took for representative yonug men in 
folly and vice the drunkard, gambler, fop and slan- 
derer. 
He showed up the drunkard in vivid 


colors, 
describing the gradual 
descent 
that 


young men make Into the fearful 
meshes 


of intoxication. There is a young man, the pride 
ana delight of a happy home, going out in the morn- 
ing to his business, fresh, ruddy, firm in step, light 
of heart and looking forward to a bright and pros- 
perous future. Coming home • In the evening he 
meets with companions who invite him to join them 
in the social glass; he refuses, he is urged, he finally 
yields; he takes that fatal eup and raises it to his 
lips; he swallows the poison and feels his blood 
soon growing hotter and hotter; he drinks again 
and again, 
and 
eventually reels 
home to 
his bed to the 
terror, sorrow and surprise 
of 
his 
family. 
There 
that 
young 
man's 
downward flight of ruin begins. He seeks that com- 
pany again. They lure him on from one excess to 
another until he ceases to entertain his former self- 
respect. He has now lost all the characteristics of 
his virtuous youth—health, strength, morals, every- 
thing. Then, indeed, with the fearful doom of the 
drunkard staring him in the face, he plunges madly 
in despair still deeper into the vortex, of dissipation 
and finally winds np oy committing suicide in u fit 
of delirnm tremens. Cases of this character are 
common all around us. We read or them in the 
newspapers 
dally; 
we 
see them 
in 
our 
midst. Young men of splendid promise are being 
every day drawn m'to this terrible temptation and 
go on from little to greater excesses until they reach 
that period of habit when drink becomes a second 
nature with them. He pointed ont tne bright exam- 
ples of genius that had had their lignt and lustre ex- 
tinguished by too free an indulgence in ardent stimu- 
lants. The life of sobriety is the only one wherein 
true pleasure can be found. Its joys are those of 
which the drnnSard Knoweth nothing. The clear 
head, the steady hand, the even flow or health and 
spirits are not his; they belong only to him who 
is sober. He next passed to tne consideration of the 
gambler's character and fate. He described a gam- 
bling house, of the fashionable character—of the rich 
bnt yet unpretentious appearance, m the up-towu 
regions. You ring the bell and a negro servant In 
livery opens trre door. You enter a handsomely 
furnished apartment, where, on a sideboard, all the 
delicacies of the season are laid out. Almost all the 
men you see around are fashionably dressed. 
Lounging in a corner yon observe a quiet, nice gen- 
tleman, with soft, smooth hands, whose passion f jr 
gambling cannot be overcome. It has grown with 
his growth and strengthened with his strength. 
His fortune, which was once great, has now oeeu 
almost entirely 
dissipated. 
Thousands of his 
dollars have Bone across 
that 
card 
table 
into 
the 
treasury 
of 
the 
accursed 
den. 
He feels the utter ruin of his prospects, but with the 
terrible fascination of the game holding control of 
ms very sou!, lie plunges desperately in till the last 
dollar of his money is gone. Sue these men around 
the table. Watch how heartlessly they look upon 
the victim of the play. To them It is tlie excitement 
of their lives and their living besides. These regu- 
lar professional gamblers rope In that class of 
yonng men whose tastes and means incline 
them towards sucn vicious pastime. A young 
man forgets, 
m - the presence 
of 
all these 
elegant 
surroundings, 
and in the company 
or those who arc gentlemen, seemingly the fearful 
precipice upon whose brluk he stands. lie likes the 
novelty and excitement of the thing, ventures a 
small sum at first, then a larger, and so on until all 
he has in the world is gone and desperate means 
must be resorted to to raise more. The preacher 
earnestly warned his hearers against the gaining 
table. He next cautioned them against the tempta- 
tion of dress. 
The worst errors obtain among 
young men in the assertion of the thing called man- 
liness. To be manly is to have nerves so hard 
as not to be afraid of sta, to swagcer, to swear, to 
reel home drunk at night. These are the notions ol 
manliness which some entertain. There Is another 
idea of manliness that is expressed in drcas and 
faahlon. Ttyc time, money and attention given to 
dress by some young men, if expended in the im- 
provement or ttaelr mluds, might raise them, vo emi- 
nence In place of rendering them mere ciphers, 
mere toys of society, lie did not deprecate a due 
attention to tiress, 
but there was a limit 
to 
that 
attention. 
Young 
men 
there are 
in thia city whose wluole lifo seems to be 
devoted ro decorating their exterior antl air- 
ing 
themselves on 
the 
public 
promenades. 
The proper regulation of the tongue lie also im- 
pressed upon his audience. He dwelt upon the 
great Influence of speech and the corresponding ne- 
cessity of bcelngthat its ufae should be directed to 
good. The preacher went on to give illustrations of 
the use the slanderer matcesof his malevolent power 
to injure and destroy reputations, and drew a pic- 
ture of what the speech or a true and unnght man 
should bu. He concluded by saying if there la a 
aubiime aspect or manhood it ia that ol a young 
man, iar from the home of his childhood, in the 
midst of a great city, with its ilerce excllemenis, 
standing ou tho rock or ages, battling with the 
temptations around him and holding on to the end 
to virtue and to principle. 


FIRST FREE WILLJiAPTIST CHURCH. 


Sermon on Free Communion by Itcv. C. E. 


Blnkc. 


The Rev. C. E. Blake delivered a sermon on "Free 


Communion" at the chuich in Seventeenth street, 
near Sixth avenue, last evening, m vindication of 
his views In favor of free communion, which had 
been denounced by other preachers as a most absurd 
practice. The sci vices were opened by singing, fol 
lowed by a prayer by the pastor, In which he 
Hoped that 
nothing would 
be said to pro- 


voke controversy and that he might give the 
truth aa he 
believed, 
lie then read 
from 


the eleventh chapter of the First Corinthians, to 
show tlie establishment of the communion service. 
"The charge bronghtjaeamst us Free Will Baptists," 
Ire said, "is that we are guilty of the most awful and 
absurd practices—of coing to the communion table 
without being first baptised. Nothing m the Chris- 
tian woild has been so agitated as thte subject of 
communion, unless, perhaps, ritualism." He knew 
ol uouilnc wine's did not disturb the popular mind. 
The mind takes hold of a subject and believes or dis- 
believes In proportion to its development, subjects 
of belief, which are clearly understood at pres- 
ent, have 
been mysteries herctolore, for the 
reason that men were unwilling to investigate 
them; 
and 
subjects which 
seem dark and 
inscrutable to our minds, are no more mysterious, 
no deeper than those over which our fathers stum- 
bled. Even the simple memorizing of the Lord's 
death Is nijule a subject of controversy; men are 
torn asunder because of this difference of opinion, 
jmd wrangle ami create dissensions aa to the method 
or order of taking the communion. The difference 
between us and our opponents, lie continued, Is 
whether the Lord's bupper shall precede baptism, or 
the reverse; whctuer one ahall be made subject to 
tho other—In fact, a mere question of precedence. 
Itvvas asserted Mutt baptism should come lirat; 
this was made the 
basis of discrimination 
between those putties who anall be allowed to come 
to the communion table and tho.-ie who shall not. 
What was the anihorily for this assertion.? Is tnttro 
any foundation for it? Christ had the right to es- 
Uolish His ordinances, and exercised it In giving 
the communion aa a memento of Himself and bap- 
tism aa a memento ot soino things which He did. 
The communion He founded the same night upon 
which He was betrayed, when, after having broken 
tho bic<u) and blessed H, &c., as related in the Scrip- 
tures, lie enjoined upon Ills apostles,gathered around 
JlJiuat iho lost aiiDOcr, "l)o thw In remembrance 
of me." ins crucltlxion. burial and resurrection 
lollowed; ou the day (if Ills ascension lie instituted 
the MU rameiit of bnpilKin, when lie comminuted Jlis 
dlsciplca to "co, leach nil naiions, bapti/.ing them 
in the name of the Father, and of tlie Son mid of the 
Holy Ghost." Can any one doubt that this wfls the 
institution of baptism ? ho, argued the lecturer, 
communion comes flrsfv being the Ural established. 
Yet It was declared tlmt the apostles were all bap- 
tized before they partook of the Last .Supper. No 
prool was Riven for the assertion, except that the 
Lord could not 
lie M> inconsistent as to ad- 


inlui!<ter tno communion to those not baptised. 
Hut the apostles were notbapti/ed heroic they had 
communi'rt, since the iloly vjhoat had never been 
imparted to them until Pentecost- St. John's bap- 
tism was only an introduction to what was to come, 
to tno baptism established on Monnt Olivet, since It 
was not a i«pti"m i>y mo Holy Ghost.

ST. ANN'S EPISCOPAL CHU3CH. 


Sermon by the Rev. Dr. Morgan. 


At St Ann's cnurcn, In Eighteenth street, near 


Fifth avenue, last evening, the Kev. W. P. Morgan, 
D. D., delivered a sermon before delegates from 
ctinrch societies of different colleges, who were pre- 
sent Before the sermon the announcement was 
made that a meeting of delegates from the church 
societies of the colleges, held on Saturday evening 
last, in Trinity chapel, an association was formed 
and designated "Tho Brotherhood of the Holy 
Cross." The objects of tae association are to encour- 
age tie formation of cnnrch. societies to colleges and 
the propagation of the faith generally. 


Dr. Morgan took as his text a portion of the twen- 


ty-fifth verse or the first chapter of the general epis- 
tle of James—"Being not a forjtetful hearer, bat a 
doer of the work, iafi man shall be blessed uihls 
deed." 
The reverend orator demonstrated that the relig- 
ion of Christ was more a religion of worts than of 
words; of doing rather than of hearing. It was 
founded by Christ, who demonstrated aa He taught 
and whose works did more to prove Hla divine 
origin than words could do. The religion was pre- 
served and transmitted by those who worked uu- 
tirmgly. The Fathers of the Church in the Middle 
Ages may appear to us to have been dull and slow, 
ch they were engaged were 
and preserving the Bible and 
but the works in which they were engaged were 
great works. Copying and preserving the Bible and 
the traditions of the faith were works whose im- 
portance can now be fully appreciated. The present 
age is often styled, and justly so, the age of reason, 
and Christians should 
not be idle. 
They 
shonld be at work and should not 
permit 
the faith to remain 
behind in 
the great 
march of advancement. The reverend gentleman 
then, addressing the delegates, assured them that 
the work on which then-Brotherhood had entered 
was the wors of the reformation of the whole 
worid; that the time was coming when Christianity 
should rule supreme throughout tne universe. The 
Brotherhood shoald not be discouraged, ont should 
go on with their labors. Infldels would tell them 
their movements were slow, out right thinking 
Christians would assure them that their work was 
advancing. God is very slow in his works, bnt He 
is very sure. In their labors they would have ob- 
stacles to overcome, but by perseverance they wonld 
succeed. These obstacles wonld come principally 
from infidels, or persons outside of the Church, 
but 
there would 
be 
obstacles 
thrown In 
their 
way by parties 
who 
are 
in 
the 
Church, persons in the Chnrch who do not regard 
the Chnrch as only Christ's messenger, but who ac- 
tually reverse-the divine nature and make Christ tne 
Chnrch and the Chnrch Christ. These would prove, 
no doubt, to be a great obstacle, bnt as great a one 
wonld be those who might be called lacitndmanans. 
He would rather have the bigot than the sophist, 
and an inndel rather than one of those loose Chris- 
tians who call themselves liberal Christians or those 
with whom intellect measures everything, conclud- 
ing, the reverend discourser asked that God might 
bless the Brotherhood and bless It abundantly, and 
he adjured them to cline to the truth of God as writ- 
ten by Him with a hand of iron on the rock. Reason 
could not orlscinate that truta; taen Vet not reason, at- 
tempt to question it. 


ST. PAUL'S REFORMED DUTCH CHURCH. 


Interesting Dedicatory Services by Itev. Chan- 


cellor l?erriS} Rev. l>r. lEddy and Others. 


This elegant place of worship, situated on For- 


tieth street, between Fifth and Sixth avenues, was 
dedicated to the service of God yesterday morning. 
The building is or fair size and substantial in ap- 
pearance, while the church proper in its finish is 
marked with exceeding simplicity, yet with snch 
exquisite taste, as to elicit words of commendation 
from the congregation who participated m the 
solemn proceedings. The pnlplt. which, ia qaite 
spacious and elegantly furnished, was made addi- 
tionally attractive

otics, arranged with great artistic taste, two 
ol thess floral contributions having distinctly 
displayed the words "Jehovah Jesus" and "Jesus 
Only" in their centres, while outside of the railins 
and directly oppos ite tne head of the main aisle 
there rested another beautiful specimen of floral 
still, being an. anchor emblematical of Hope, of 
mammoth proportions. The effect of these decora- 
tions was very pleasant. 
The pastor, Dr. A. R. 
Thompson, was assisted in the opening ceremonies 
by the Rev. Chancellor Ferris, who led the dedica- 
tory service; by the Bev. Dr. Eddy, of Brooklyn, who 
preached the sermon, ana by tne Revs. J. B. Thomp- 
son, 
of Tarrytown, aud Charles H. "Whitehead, of 
New York, passazes or Scnptnre from the Old and 
Kew Testaments, being portions ol the twentieth 
chapter of 
Exodus, the thlrty-flrth chapter of 
Isaiah 
and 
the 
second 
chapter 
of 
First 
peter, were 
read, when, after 
responsively 
reading the 87th and 132d Psalms, the venerable 
divine, Rev. Chancellor Ferris, arose, and with ex- 
pressions of thanksgiving dedicated the house as a 
place or permanent worship, the Confession of 
Faith, repeated by the entire congregation standing, 
and the reverend gentleman's prayer, replete with 
purity of thought and solemnity, will neither be 
easily forgotten. Dr. Eddy then announced as his 
text the twenty-second and twenty-third verses or 
the first chapter of Paul's Epistle to the Ephesians:— 
"And hath put all things under his feet, and gave 
him to be the head over all things to the Chnrch. 
Which is his body, the fullness of him that fllleth all 
In all." This, said the reverend gentleman, 
was one of the apostle's strong and sugges- 
tive metaphors to unfold the analogy between 
the human body and the Chnrch of Christ. This 
opening remark was the basis of a lengthy, 
eloquent and argumentative discourse upon the 
organization of the Church, its primitive condi- 
tion and Its condition at the present day. 
He adverted to and argued with great zeal 
tnat notwithstanding the many religions sects or 
the world during eighteen centuries had enrecbled 
the religion of Christ, and that it had been stained 
and torn by schisms, and at times covered all over 
with the rags of discord, and despite the assertions 
of the literary prophets of the day that orthodoxy is 
a ghastly death head—that the Church Is dead—ic is 
now giving demonstrations or vitality as great as 
when the apostles pleaded to the masses, exhorting 
ttieiu to holiness. These modern seers—whose only 
recommendation seems to lie In the fact that they 
can turn a sentence nicely—tell the world in their 
shallow trillings that faith Is extinct; bnt shall we 
listen to their ravings * He would and does brush 
them aside, even as the fly whose monotonous buzz 
in the summer evening simply annoys you. 


ST. MATTHEW'S CHURCH. 


Insinuation of the Itcv. G. Torberff. 


Notwithstanding the very unfavorable aspect of 


the weather a larze congregation gathered at the 
Lull ciau Chinch or St. Matthew, corner of Broome 
and lUiKabeth streets, yesterday morning, to wit- 
ness and participate in the installation of the Rev. 
G. Vorberg, lately of Milwaukee, but who now 
conies to New York to fill the vacancy caused by the 
death or the Kev. Dr. Stohlman, for many years the 
beloved pastor of the church. The services, of a 
canonical and protracted character, embraced the 
elaborate formula of the Lutheran Church, and were 
conducted under the lead of the Her. Dr. Newmann, 
of Castle Gaiden. One or the principal features or 
the service was the congregational singing, con- 
sisting aa It did 
in a 
btyle of music more 
massive (using the word In its double siffmtication) 
and less Inharmonious than is generally found in 
Protestant churches. The Itev. Dr. Newmann on 
rising to address the congregation said that he 
should direct the attention of his brethren flrsc to 
the lamented Dr. btolilman, who had died at his 
post of religious duty, and secondly to the Kev. Dr. 
Vorberg, who had come among them to preach the 
Word ot God. The career of the deceased pastor 
had been of such an exalted religious character and 
typified so many of the cardinal virtues that he 
commended his gloilous example to the congrega- 
tion. For his successor, who had come from the 
far West Co administer the sacred unices of the 
Church, he asked the zenlous support or the society, 
hoping that ho wonld only continue to exe- 
cute the teachings of Christ 
in 
the same 
commendable way which had distinguished him as 
a minister of God In his Western home. The Itev. 
Dr. VorOerg then ascended the pnlplt and preached 
an exceedingly affecting and eloquent sermon from 
Paul's eplHtle to the Romans. He would, in penorm- 
Ing his unties as pastor of that church, take for his 
guide and Instructor the Apostle 1'nul. Through all 
the wanderings and preaching or that creat man, 
after he embraced tho religion of Christ, there ran 
the true vein of solemn devotiou to the caus oof sal- 
vation. Neither by Jew nor (Jentllc could Paul bo 
shaken In his belief, and neither by reproach nor In- 
sult could he be swerved from hla purpose. As he 
wrote that with conviction came strength, and that

ner of unintentional misrepresentation. It* own systematic 
professors and organized expounders can alone adequately

•mo timo it u surely only the most narrow and. bigoted, that 
on at tlus day fall to perceive ana deeply feel the argent 
need of our modem society for more light upon social, moral 


reach the public mind and produce upon It such Influence ea 
It may. It calls upon the intelligent and public spirited, of 
all shades of opinion, to aid it la Its taafc. The sincere be- 
lievers In any faith whatever need surely not fear a calm and. 
candid Inquiry, especially ail Inquiry into a doctrine which, 
represents the popular well being to consist far less in any 
Imaginary changes in external Institutions than In the dis- 
semination of wise thoughts and noble and holy sentiments. 


In explanation ot the doctrine of Anguste Comte 
Mr. Edger took for his subject the French revolu- 
tion of 1789 and tae period of time intervenlnir until 
1783. He gave his hearers a good description of the 
events of those years in Paris, but not better than 
any cyclopedia, and the only interesting part abont 
it was that Mr. Edger sought to demonstrate that 
nistory la not made, bnt, somehow or other, it is 
preordained—that human events do not occur hap- 
hazard—that history ia not a concatenation of 
events, bnt'that there is a natural law which, pro- 
pels the composite man to the animate resnlts. 
These, it was said, were the dynamic sides of 
social science from which sprang the sociological 
discoveries or Comte, which, again, were en- 
tirely based upon the natural law of the human 
mind. And it was only through thispositive science 
that mankind may progress from this logical stupor 
to social infancy, from thence to boyhood and at 
last to manhood. The gentleman spoKe very em- 
phatically about "fat ecclest-ass-stlcks"—at least 
that was tne way he pronounced it—who, in concert 
with the nobles in Prance, objected to all innova- 
tion. But there is a power behind the throne. 
That power is twofold—public opinion, and money; 
these rule, and will shape the fortune of States. We 
are now in a transition state] from the Idea that 
individuals own property to the principle that 
everything belongs to all. The "popp-u-llar" voice 
clamors {so the lecturer said) for improvement, and 
the positivism of the religion of humanity alone can 
give It. 


CHAPEL OF THE UHIYEHSITY. 


Sermon on "The Future of Man," by Bishop 


Snow- 


Bishop Snow preached yesterday afternoon In.the 


University on "The Future of Jlan Upon the Earth." 
His text was the thirty-fourth verse or the thirty- 
seventh Psalm—"Wait on the Lord and keep His 
•way, and He shall exalt thee to Inherit the land; 
when the wicked are cat off thou shalt see it." He 
commenced by remarking that almost every class of 
the community were looking for "a good time com- 
ing." 
It is true that the shrewdest observers of the 


present condition and future prospects of the na- 
tions of the world are beginning to be dismayed by 
the threatening aspect of the signs in the moral an d 
political horizon. 
Men's hearts begin to fail 


with fear and with loo king for those things "Which 
are coming upon the earth. Bus still they are con- 
soling themselves with the hope that, if there 
most be a crash of kingdoms and nations, 
and 
a 
mighty 
tempest 
burst 
from 
the 
dark clonds that are brooding over the world, 
it will soon blow over, and all will be serene and 
prosperous. The political soothsayers are predicting 
that the nations will soon emerge from the darkness 
that has so long enshrouded them into the sunlight 
of civil-and religious liberty. The commercial class 
are hoping for a time of unexampled prosperity in 
trade alter tne present embarrassments are over. 
The general phuanturoplsts are very sure in their 
own minds that soon they shall see recognized tne 
universal brotherhood of man. And in the religious 
world there is also the same fond, visionary dream- 
ing of a happy and glorious future for the world of 
mankind, and all the multifarious and motley sects 
are crying "Peace and safety." The bigoted devo- 
tee of Komamsm doubts not that in the future that 
monstrous system must universally prevail, and all 
nations be subject to the Papal yoke. The haughty 
sons of the Anglican Chnrch are equally certain 
that, theirs being" the only true faith, it must in. the 
future bless the world by ita universal triumph. 
The Methodists profess nndoubting and undying 
faith that, when the world shall be converted, and 
Christ shall have the heatnen for Bis inheritance, all 
will be Methodists- The Presbyterians and Congre- 
gattonaltsts are equally sore of converting the world 
to their tenets, and embracing all nations In their 
communion. Bnt tue close communion Baptists de- 
mur to this, and declare that all are wrong who do 
not rigidly insist oil immersion; and, therelore, when 
the watchmen see eye to eye all will be Baptists. 
The Dnlversalists and Unitarians and all the pro- 
claitners of "liberal Christianity" declare that, as 
soon as tae lelizious world gets its eyes open, and 
all sectarian barriers are thrown down, so that all 
can meet and shake hands upon the "broad plat- 
form," there will be a universal good time. And 
the spirit monger responds, "Amen." 
Thus all 
expect a "millennium" of peace and happiness to 
to come. But the Word of God (£ives no promise of 
§ood in the future to the world, nor of good to any 
ttt snch as are addressed m our text, "Tney that 
wait on the Lord and keep his way shall be exalted 
to inherit ttte earth;" but that exaltation is coupled 
with the cutting otf of all the wicked. The harmo- 
nious testimony of Scripture Is that God will, by his 
mighty judgments, soon utterly destroy all the un- 
godly from the earth. "And the kingdom and do- 
minion and the greatness of the kingdom under the 
wnole heaven shall be given to tue people of the 
saints of the Most High." Our Saviour says the 
meek shall Inherit the earth. For them, therefore, 
and for them alone, there is a good time comiuc- It 
is sure to come hi God's own time, and His time is 
best. But the proof is clear and satisfactory tnat 
the times of the wicked nations are ended, and that 
God has begun the work of cutting; them off, so that 
Christ and his ransomed ones may possess tueir 
rightful inheritance.

PLYMOUTH CHURCH. 


Tho Ordinance of Baptism and Sermon 1>y 


tho Kev. Honry Ward needier*. 


After the opening exercises at Plymouth church 


yesterday morning the Rev. Henry Ward Eeecher 
called the names of a large number of persons who 
were candidates for membership. Seats had been 
specially set apart for these near the desk. Mr. 
Beecher directed all the persons whose names were 
on the list to stand up, when he read to them the 
articles of faith lo which they are reoulre<l to as- 
sent, lie then baptised those who had not been pre- 
viously sanctified, and required the female candi- 
dates to remove their headdresses for the purpopse. 
A few persons 
were admitted 
to 
member- 


ship in the church by letter. An Impressive 
and 
eloquent prayer 
concluded 
this service. 


The reverend gentleman selected as the text of 
ms discourse Hebrews 11., and part of the elevcntn 
verse;—"For which cause he is not ashamed to call 
them brethren." The preceding verses show ed how 
Jesus had lowered himself to the level of common 
numaulty to save man through the shedding: of hia 
blood and to make of his disciples his brethren—co 
admit them into his household and to make them 
one with himself. So it Is that those who believe In 
Jesus are united to him like brauchcs to a vine. The 
Sersonal relationship of God to man has given, to 
umanity a dlcmty that it never otherwise conld 
have possessed. He gave to the cause of sorrow 
and suffering a moral meaning. There was much in 
the condition or the early Christians to lead them to 
suppose that Christ was ashamed of them, 'llio 
Jewd weie ha'cd b> all. They were of all races the 
most hated and they still are so. Not another nation 
on tlie globe could be selected as more likely to be 
held in disfavor by Christ. The Jewish disciples were 
the most detested of a detested nation, yet God was 
not ashamed of them as a people; nay, he was not 
ashamed or them afl brctlircn. To call them brethren 
was to unite them to htmscir In Bonds or unity. The 
divine nature or God is illustrated In this, that he 
sustains towards his people the relationship held by 
a parent towards his children. The moral deliii- 
q.ueui.y of man, his moral obligations, would be sup- 
posed to form a reason for God's being ashamed of 
men. 
This awafcens the supposition in many of us 
that God must be ashamed. Kvery Christian man 
has moments or reflection, when he accuses him- 
self of having brought dishonor on the name 
of his Master. We then do feel that God must 
be ashamed of us. Yet it is just such that Christ is 
not ashamed to call his brethren. If we reflect how 
far from eminent experience the average Chnstlim 
la, we arc surprised that God Is not a-shamcd. The 
cowardly Intermittent Christian does not dare to do 
his duty. His name is written, nevertheless, iu the 
palms of His hands and He calls him brother. He 
has been made in the likeness of man and knows tlio 
wickedness of such natures and has compassion on 
them. The lonest, meanest, moat wretched Chris- 
tian llnds In Jcsna a friend who is not ashamed of 
lam. There cau be reasons imagined whj God Is 
f01 giving and kind towards 
the weakest, or 
Ins 
people. 
It is his glory 
to 
be niag- 
nanimoua and 
thnt is his 
pleasure. 
This 
world 
Is 
his 
hospital, 
his 
healing 
ground, wherein he brings np the soul and prcnarcs 
It to be like unto Him. Children me not so touch 
loved lor what they are as for what they will be, and 
wo love men not for what they are, bnt for what 
their manhood will develop. t>o God lovi'S hm peo- 
ple. No one can hesitate to beirln a life with snch a 
Saviour- Tho preacher could conceive that man 
might hesitate to cast astue evil and to iry to be 
good who did not know tue message God had sent 
chciii, and the hope lie holds out to them Who put 
their trust in Him. No man nas power to become a 
Christian except he has lalth. 
Christ was pre- 
sented to all. 'ihcre was a way opened lo Him, and 
none need be alaconratcil. No man over lailed 
until death closed his existence. Tho reverend Ron- 
tliman concluded by admonishing tho novices, 
whom, he «aid, ho did not regard as saints, to per- 
bevcie in tl.c path they had taken. 


CENTRAL BAPTIST CHURCH, 


Tlio Roclnmalion of Ireland. 


The Rev. Mr. Hanna, pastor of the Central naptist 


church, Williamslmnr, last evening read to iho con- 
gregation a circular signed by leading Baptists m 
Great Britain, asking for aid for the reclamation of 
Ireland. He then mtrodnccd the Hev- K, M, Henry, 
of Belfast, Ireland, who li on n collecting t<mr In 
this country to raise funds for the purpose of 
evangelr/ing hie benighted countrymen. Hev. Mr. 
Henry delivered a lengthy scr.nou descriptive of 


the stones which composed Solomon's Temple, and 
said that that grand historical edifice cost a sum of 
money e<inai to four thousand millions of American 
dollars. At the conclusion of his sermon Mr. Henry 
gave a doleful account of the religions condition of 
Qls countrymen. He said the present population of 
Ireland was abont six millions, four millions and a 
bait of whom were Roman catholics, Instructed By 
three thousand priests. These priests are now put- 
ting forth extraordinary efforts to perpetuate weir 
religion In that benighted land. They have 
eleven 
colleges 
for 
the 
education of 
the 
yooth of the country for the priesthood, and All 
Hallow's College, near Dublin, turns out annually 
hundreds of well trained missionaries. In tne town 
ot Londonderry they are erecting an edifice which 
surpasses to grandeur the catuedral of me Estab- 
lished Chnrch. Although Its cost la enormous they 
did not go ont of toe parish to collect funds. Sow 
that the State Chnrch la to be abolished, large fields 
will be left solely in the hands of tie Romish priest- 
hood. At the present day there jure one Imndred 
and seventy thousand persons who can only speak 
the Irish tongue. The province of Connanght 
is almost exclusively Koman • Catholic, and" there 
was no Protestant place of worship In IS np to a late 
period. At present, however, there is a flourishing 
mission there, and many converts are made, notwitb.- 
siandine the assertion that a Roman Catholic never 
abandons his faith. Mr. Henry appealed for aid for 
the reclamation of that unhappy land. He attributed 
the benighted condition of the people to ill-judged 
and tyrannical legislation. 
The services were brought to & close by the Bev. 
Mr. Hanna. who offered a fervent pra,yer for the in- 
habitants of "the gem of the sea."

In the South. Sixth street Methodist Church yester- 


day the pastor, Kev. L. B. Dunn, delivered a sermon 
on the leading features of Christ's passion. Judas 
brought: back the thirty pieces of silver to the chief 
priests, but they would not put it in the treasury 
because It was the price of blood. 
They accord-- 


ingly purchased a place called the potter's field. In 
th'Is world we find men who are very conscientious 
abont Httle things, bnt quite indifferent In matters or 
great importance. The chief priests were very con- 
scientious abont taking the blood money, while they 
clamored 
lor the 
blood of Christ, and that 
blood, remains on the Jews 
to this 
day, 
and will remain till they acknowledge Him 
whom tney cructaea as the great Redeemer 
of mankind, the 
Son of 
God. 
The Jews 
cried oat, "His blood be upon us and upon our chil- 
dren," and it has stained their race for two thousand 
years. When Pilate asked the people whom he shonld 
release, Christ or Barabbas the robber, they all cried 
out "Barabbas." So It is with Christiana. When- 
ever you choose anything aside from Christ you take 
unto yourselves the robber. Whether you follow the 
world, or self, or sin, you reject Cnrist and love the 
robber.

The system of scourging was 
the most hnmiiiatine ever inflicted on an individual, 
even worse than crncinxlon, and few over survived 
It. Thin explains why Christ faulted onder the load 
of the cross. And nere It must be observed Chat the 
man who was called upon to take up the cross was 
an African, for Cyrene, the country of Simon, was, 
bevond all doubt, a district of Africa. Here is one 
great example of tne blacS man being called on to 
assist in the great worfc of redemption. We should 
never forget this, but we should hope and pray that 
that race, so long despised and oppressed, may arise 
and march forth to victory under the banner of the 
cross. We should fervently implore the Giver of all 
good things that they may receive the light of 
divine faith.

on Sinai while receiving the commandments. Dr. 
McCosh believed that tlio recollection of those inci- 
dents of his life muse have crowded on his mind and 
alternately occasioned in his soul emotions of joy 
and sorrow.

CONSTANTINOPLE, April S. 1869. 


I wish to call your attention to the extraordinary 


Importance given by certain limited telegraph com- 
panies to a supposed misunderstanding and serious 
complications between Turkey and Persia. Accord- 
ing to these telegraphic reports, which no doubt 
have been flashed across the ocean, we are on the 
eve or coming to hard blows with that country re- 
garding frontier matters.

public chronicler, however, I will tell you what all 
this question is about which newsmongers, with the 
help ot a good deal of Imagination, have worked up 
into a matter of momentous importance. Along 
the extensive irontier lying between Turkey and 
Persia in the northern direction Is a tract or land 
which you will find marked "Mouch" on a good 
map. In its neighborhood there Is a rertile spot 
called Kass Ghiule—too insignificant, however, to be 
marked on any map. This spot, lying very near the 
frontier, is owned by Turkey ana is visited periodi- 
cally by a nomade trioe of lawless Khoords, who 
find that Its pasturage is suited to their nocks and 
its position convenient to enable them to evade all 
taxation by escaping into Persia when pressed by 
the demands of the Turks, and vice vnrsa. Latterly 
the Persian government persuaded these Khoords to 
live In this locality, where they built ror themselves 
several villages; but the Turkish authorities of that 
neighborhood called upon toe settlers to pay their 
taxes, and on their reiusal to do so they loughi it 
out and several or their villages were burned by tne 
Tuiks. The Persian government now claims an 
indemnity lor the property destroyed aud the ques 
tlon has necessitated the excnanje of a series of 
diplomatic notes between the two governments of no 
Importance except to those directlv concerned. A 
few more such notes exchanged as soon as the Per- 
sian Ambassador arrives here will doubtless set this 
stupid question at rest. 
1 am Elad to be able to report that we have now a 
good chance of seeing some proper railway commu- 
nication opened in the country. The works on the 
Rurnelian line have received a new impulse by the 
arrival or the necessary funds, and we are promised 
several other lines in Turkey In Europe. The gov- 
ernment is domg its best to encourage these parties, 
who we hear are ready to aid In the good work by 
furnishing both runds and engines. 
The public 
however, has been so often disappointedtnatreware 
disposed to believe these rumors, and unfortunately 
fewer still Inclined to venture their money in the 
promised enterprises. 


IRELAND. 


The Immense Flow of Immigration. 


COBK, April 17,1S89. 


The two extra steamers which called at Queena- 


town to-aay, viz., the Erin and Kangaroo, embarked 
900 adults and lert In the arternoon ror New York. 
Still large accessions are continually passing this 
city, en route by the different railroads and steamers 
ror Quenstown where the departure of nearly 2,600 
people this week is not relt, aa others have ar- 
rived to ail up their places. It u not an exaggera- 
tion to say that the Irish emigration hitherto is un- 
paralleled. Some probably fleeing from the oppres- 
sions or the police and the landlord and others for 
rear or arrest, having been well known sympathiz- 
ers ol Feuianlsin, 
which 
Is again 
raising 
its 
head. 
In 
one 
feature 
especially—the 
class 
of 
persons 
that 
go 
to 
compose 
the great bulk or this exodus—it Is significantly dif- 
ferent from Its predecessors. The crowds that are 
thronging hourly through tnis city are in dress, ap- 
pearance and education of a class much superior 
to any that have yet left our shores- 
Nor Is It In 
tnis respect aione that emigration is remarkable. 
•-The great drain of persons fleeing from us almost 
exclusively belong to our middle agricultural aud ar- 
tisan clashes. There are few among them leaving 
for their country's good. They are all yofthg and ac- 
tive and appear to move with one accord and to bo 
animated by the same hopes and regrets. Immedi- 
ate want is not apparently the cause of their de- 
parture; they seem as U obeying some hidden and 
mysterious prompting, which causes them to re- 
gard their native land only aa a temporary resting 
place and points to America as their ultimate desti- 
nation and haven or rest. 
Kearly all are destined 
ror the Far West, and at least one-hair of them have 
had tnelr passages paid In America. This emigration 
proceeds Irom our southern and western counties. 
Emigrants, from the north go to Liverpool for em- 
barkation.

Confession of William Steward* the Norwich 


Wife Murderer. 


The following is the confession of the notorious 


wire murderer, which was made public In the Eng- 
lish journals or the 20th ult. :— 


CITY JAIL, NORWICH, 13th April,—2:45 p. M. 
Tlie voluntary confession or William Sheward un- 
der sentence of death in the above prison.—In' the 
year ISio, Kovember, 1 placed a box of money, hav- 
ing £400 in it. in Mr. Christie's possession ror him to 
take care or ror me. In the year 1850 to June, 1851 
I arcw from that box £150, during which time my 
wife wanted me to bring the box home. Mr. Chrla- 
tie asked me if he might make use or the money

box herself. I 
knew 
he could not give it 
to me. On the l^th Juno, I8ji, Mr. Christie 
asked me to go to Yarmouth to pay £1,000 to a cap- 
tain or a vessel laden with salt, to enable him to un- 
load on the Monday morning. On Sunday morning 
the 15th, I was going to Yarmouth on the above 
errand. She (my wife) said, "You shall.not go- I 
shall tro to Mr. Christie and get the box of money 
myself and bring It home." With that a slight alter- 
cation occurred; then I ran the razor into her throat. 
She never spoke after. 1 then covered an apron over 
her head and went to Yarmouth. I came home at 
night and slept on the sofa down stairs. On the 
Mon-lay I went to work; I left off at rour o'clocK 
P. '<L and went home. The house began to smell 
very faint. With that I made a lire In the 
bedroom 
and 
commenced 
to

the 
body; kept on until half-past 
nine P. M. I 
then took some portions or the body and threw :t 
away, arriving home at half-past ten. That night 
slept on the sofa again; went to work again the next 
day; went home In the afternoon, about tour o'clock, 
and did the same—the same night again.

Wednesday w«nt to work as usual, lert off early and 
went home; carried aome more portlous in a trail 
basket to another part of the city. Thursday, work

Shocking Murder and Suicide in London. 
On Saturday afternoon, the 17th alt., a shopklng 
murder took place in Fleet lane, Farringdon road. A 
woman named Tailion, living at 33 Fleet lane, has 
been for some time past on intimate terms with a man 
named Tillett, a coal porter. On Saturday morning 
a son of tne woman, about nine or ten years of age 
was released from Uolloway Prison, where he hat 
undergone a sentence of seven days' Imprisonment 
for stealing cigars. The release of the boy was made a 
matter of congratulation and of drunkenness to his 
friends. From the prison the party proceeded to 
Tailioo's residence, and a bottle of gin and three pots 
ol oeer were sent for. The friends did not depar 
till two o'clocK, leaving the woman and the man 
Tillett alone. Soon after the neighbors were alarmed 
by hearing screams, which apparently proceeded 
from No. 3. Police constable hoife entered the room 
and found the woman lying on the bed, with her 
throat cut from ear to ear. The man Tillett was also 
on the bed. ae was quite dead, there being a gash 
in the throat The bedclothes were soaked with 
blood. Medical assistance was at once sent for, bu 
life in both instances was lound to be extinct. A 
razor was fotmd on the floor, by whie'h it is supposet 
the man murdered tne woman and then destroyet 
his own life. It is supposed that Tillett murdered 
the woman in a nt of jealousy. 


Serious Charges Against a London Bank 


Manager* 


A case of a rather unusual character even at the 
present time came before the Lord Mayor or London 
01> Monday, April 19. Mr.Finney, of Queensberry 
Lodge, Eistree, Hertfordshire, who was apprehendei 
on a warrant at his house on Saturday, was chargei 
willi having committed certain frauds in 1865 in nis 
capacity of manager ol the English Joint Stock 
Bank (limited). The prosecution was undertaken 
at the instance ol Mr. Lambert, one or the share 
holders ot the company. He alleges that Mr. Flnney 
along with the directors or the company, made faisi 
entries In the books and issued false balance 
sheets, In conseqnonce or 
which 
the snare 
holders had lost nearly » quarter or a million by the 
operations of the company, and he himself lost over 
£3,000. The case was adjourned for a week, and the 
defendant was admitted to bail in sureties amount- 
ing to £4,008. 


Parliament—Tue Irish Church Question. 


On Monday, the 19th ult., the Bouse of Commons 


went into committee on the Irish Church bill, anc 
the following is the resume or its proceedings:— 


Clauses from three to nine Inclusive, which relate 
to the constitution and power of the commission 
were postponed. 
On clause ten, which prohibits 
future appointments to any ecclesiastical benefice 
or office, Dr. Ball took exception to its phraseology 
aa being sb "wide that no archbishop sor bishop 
could hereafter be nominated in the disestablished 
Church. Sir K. Palmer agreed in this view or the 
probable operation or tne clause and suffgestec 
words which Mr. Gladstone, though averse from re- 
cognizing by law the episcopacy of the future Church, 
promised to consider. The point was adjournetj 
until the report and the clause were agreed to. 
On clause 12—the disendowing clause—which 
vests all the property of the Cnnrch in Commis- 
sioners, there was a protracted discussion. Mr. 
Hardy (who in Mr. Disraeli's absence from Illness 
took charge of his amendments) moved to postpone 
the date., or ihis transler from January, 1871, to 
January, 1872, the additional year, m his opinion 
being absolutely necessary for making all the indis- 
pensable preliminary arrangements. 
Dr. Ball, in 
support of the amendment, pointed out tnat it 
would be necessary to pass a new marriage law for 
Ireland, ana to make other arrangements in regard 
to educational and charitable matters. 
Mr. Gladstone resisted the amendment, alleging 
that the date had been fixed as the most convenient 
for the State and for the Church aa well, and that in 
the opinion of persons well acquainted with the Irish 
Church who had been consulted it was desirable, 
with a view to stimulating private effort, to make 
the interval between the passing of the bill ana tne 
period ol disendowment as, short as possible. On a 
division the amendment was rejected by 1U7—301 to 
194. 


The Government Telegraph Scueme. 


The Manchester Guardian of the 19th ult has the 


following:— 


The Parliamentary notice or the supplementary 
telegraph bill, which the Postmaster General stated 
in the House of Commons on Thursday, the 15th, he 
would shortly ask leave to introduce, is published. 
The bill, like tho telegrapu bill of last year, is one of 
those technically known as "hybrid," with which, 
as they to some extent aflect private interests, it is 
customary to go through some of the lorms neces- 
sary in the case of private bills. The bill seeks the 
same exclusive powers with regard to telegrams 
that the Post Office already have with regard to let- 
ters—evidently in anticipation of competition from 
private companies in tne more populous centres, 
just in the satue way as private delivery companies 
were enabled to deliver circulars, Ac., in London at 
less than the Post Offlce rates, though they could not 
Uave done so over the country generally. The exclu- 
sive powers possessed by the Post Oftlce enabled that 
department to stop the ousiuess of the delivery com- 
panies; and similar powers are, it seems, now con- 
sidered necessary, though last year it was thought 
they could be dispensed with, to prevent private 
companies carrying ou business, say in London or 
between Liverpool and .Manchester, where it fa obvi- 
ous messages might be earned profitably at less than 
the government uniform rate. Again, power is to 
be sought in the bill to prohibit the establishment of 
any new undertaking or the extension of any 
existing works and to extlngush rights nad 
privileges In connection with existing works. 
It is not Improbanle that the latter powers 
are being songht In the expectation that tue 
date or the actual transrer is much more remote than 
has hitherto been imagined^ and that the govern- 
ment, by thus preventing the creation or new in- 
terests, will be able to carry out the provisions of 
last year's bill without having to provide funds for 
the purchase sooner than Is otherwise convenient 


FRANCE AND BELGIUM. 


The BelRian Hallway 
Dimcnlly and the 


French Press. 


M. Frere-Orban not having thought proper to yield 


to the preposterous pretensions or France In the 
matter of the Belgian railways, the semi-official 
Paine of the 16th ult calls upon him to "get over 
the difficulty" by resigning and making way for a 
more'pliant minister. This Impertinent summons is 
quite In keeping with the conduct or the French gov- 
ernment and ita "organs" throughout tnis difficulty, 
created not by Belgium but by themselves* Here Is 
the Fatrie's ominous article. In order, probably, 
to create more impression it is cut up into three 
parts:— 


We have already announced that a meeting took 
place yesterday, and that M. Frere-uruau had stated 
what he had done. The Ministers separated without 
fixing the day or tho new conrerence. 


We are assured that the measure or M. Frcre-Or- 
ban was followed by no discussion. The Minister of 
Public Works has, it is said, been charged to pre- 
•pare a project which shall express tlie views of 
France. A meeting will then take place to examine 
whether it be possible, by mutual concessions, to 
make the iwo systems agree, and to arrive at a coin- 
promise. 


We learn rrom Brussels that public opinion there 
is much occupied with the negotiations at present 
Komg on in Paris. Tlie most eminent political men 
of the country are at present endeavoring to llntl 
means to get out of the situation. M. Frere-Orban 
and uls colleagues, by the bill voted on the 23d of 
February, have engaged themselves in a path with- 
out Issue ror them; they understand It, aud there is 
some talk or their voluntary retreat They will be 
replaced by a Minister or Ailalrs, whoae special 
mission will be to arrive at an understanding with 
France on all the points in dispute. Those serious 
questions once settled, tho Crowii will appeal to the 
electors. It is thought that the elections will bring 
back to power M. Frere-Orban and his rnends, who 
would take possession or the situation already made, 
and who would ror the rnturo keep up the best rela- 
tions with France.

The Issue and Redemption of Treasury 


Notes—Their 
Circulation as 
Money—TUe 


Obligation of the Government—Tho Notes 
Are 12xernpt from State Taxation—Tue Power 
to .Exempt Duauestionable. 
ThK People: of Ute scale of Sew Torn, ex ra. Tne 


Bank of New Forte, vs. The Board of Supervisors of 
tlie county of New YorK, In Error to the court of, 
Appeals of New ror!c.—Mr. Chier Justice Chase de-' 
livered the opinion or the court:—This case dufers 
from those Just disposed of (three cases recently 
published) in two particulars, that the Board of 
Supervisors, which, in the other cases, allowed and 
audited the claims of the banking associations, re- 
rused to allow the claim made m this case; and that 
the exemption from State taxation claimed In this 
case was of United States notes, while in the other 
cases it was of certiflcates of indebtedness. The 
mandamus m the State court was. thererore, directed 
in tne case before us to the Board or Supervisors, 
instead or the officers authorized to issue bonds, as la 
the cases already decided. The judgment of the Court 
of Appeals sustained the action of the Board, and 
the case is brought here by writ of error to that 
court The general question requiring consideration 
is"whether United States notes come under another 
rule, in respect to taxation, than that which applies 
to certfflcatea of indebtedness. The issues or United 
States notes were authorized by three successive 
acts. The first was the act ol February 25. 18t!2; the 
second, the act of July 11, 186.!, anil the third, that ot 
March 3,1863, Berore either 01 tnese acts received 
tue sanction or Congiess the Secretary or the Tr.-a- 
sury had beeu authorized by the act or July 17, 1861 
to issue treasury notes not bearing interest, but pay- 
able on demand by the assistant treasuters ac New 
York and Philadelphia or Boston; auct about ^hree 
wecUs later these notes, by tue act of AUKUSC 5, 1881. 
had been made receivable generally lor puolic dues, 
i'he amount of notes to be Issued or tins description 
was originally limited to liity millions, buc was 
alterwards, by the act of FebiuaryJU, isb2. increased 
to sixty millions. 
These notes, made pay able on 
demand, and receivable rorall public dues, including 
duties on imports, always payable m com, were prac- 
tically equivalent to coin, and in all public dis- 
bursements, until arter the date or the act last 
mentioned, were made in coin, or these notes. 
In December, ibOl, the State banks (and no others 
then existed) suspended payment in com, and it be- 
came necessary to provide by law ror die uae of 
State bank notes, or to authorise the Issue of notes 
ror circulation under the authority or the national 
government. The latter alternative waa prelerreU, 
and In the necessity thus recognized ongiuatea the 
legislation providing at first ror the emission of 
United States notes, and at a la' er period lor the 
issue or the national bank currency. 
Under the 
exigencies oi tho times It seems to have been 
thougut inexpedient to attempt any provision ror 
the redemption or the United Stages uotes lu coin. 
The law, thererore, directed that they should ba 
made payable to bearer at tne Treasury of the United 
Mates, but dm not provlae ror payment on demand. 
'Hie period or payment was lelt to be determined by 
the public exigencies. In the meantime the notes 
were receivable m payment or all loans, and were 
until after tne close or our civil war, altravs nracti' 
caily convertible Into bouila of the funded debt 
beat ing not less than five per cent interest, payable 
in com.

Political Matters—Pence with Spain—Agricul-

As jet Congress has not commenced its extraor- 


dinary or special session. Tbe want of a rjuorum Is 
toe same stumbling block to the discosstou and 
adoption or the important business proposed In re- 
gard to electoral reform that the accusation against, 
the Supreme Court formerly ivas.

-always been determined to follow the same narrow 
volley that has hitherto characterized his course, 
and deny to tee people, as far as may be in his 
power, those just rights waich they claim. The 
secret of the whole matter is the influence of the 
clergy, who fear measures tending to advance and 
enlighten the masses. In Chile the clerical powe r Is 
•very strong and has been organized into a formid- 
able political party, always reaJy to combat chose 
Ideas introduced in favor of the neople by the young 
and liberal party, whose leaders, intelligent, profiting 
by the contact with welljuforined foreigners, and 
"with the experience of study and travel are anxious 
to push their country still further on the path of im- 
provement and civilization. 


It is more than probable that a change in the pres- 


ent Cabinet will short'y occur. The Minister of Jus- 
tice, Mr Joaqum Blest Gaua, will retire, and his suc- 
cessor will be Mr. Kamon L ra, at present the Inten- 
deute of this province, ihe nomination is excessively 
disiosteiul to the liberal party, since .Mr. Lira will 
but add to the clerical lorce of the Cabinet and in 
thwarting the popular wishes. 
In this reuubiic, where we have so little of Interest 
to occupy our attention, politics is seized upon, 
with aviulty. "We are thereio'-e aniiously awaiting 
the tarn events will take in regard to the meeting or 
Congress, and although", fortunately for Chile,revolu- 
tioua aie not chronic, yet the lively discussion and 
probable forcible passane of .a measure highly beuefl- 
clal to the country would be, to say the least, enter- 
taining. 
At last it appears that Chile has consented to put 
an end to tue paper war with Spain. Always smart 
lug irom the suauie ol the Valparaiso bombardment, 
and jealous of the glories acquired by Peru in the 
repulse ol tae Spanish fleet, Chile has snltenly re- 
fused all advances made by friendly nations to ar- 
range a anal peace, and only listened to the pro- 
posal of France and England to establish an inden- 
mte truce, to which brilliant idea Spam, of course, 
would not consent, as it was merely giving time to 
her enemy to put herself on a good war footing, 
&nd recommence hostilities. NOW, urged by Peru, 
Bolivia and Ecuador, the government has consented 
to the plau proposed by the Unitea States, that 
plenipotentiaries Irom all the belligerent Powers 
shall meet at Washington, and there settle ail their 
differences, the President of the United States as- 
tnmlng the position: of mediator In case any 
ainlculty arises. A condition, however, has been 
tacKed on the original proposition, which, from its 
similarity to the indeflmte truce idea, will probably 
be refused by Spam, Chile desiring that an armistices 
exist from the meeting of. the plenlpos, not to be 
broken by either party until two years' notice be 
given of the intention to renew hostilities. 
Mr. Albert Blest Gana, now Minister of the repub- 
lic in London, wnl probably receive the appointment 
of Plenipotentiary to Washington for this special 
object. 
.the operations ot the government forces against 
the warlike tribes of Aiaucania have been tem- 
porarily suspended, owing to the almost insuperable 
difficulties of transportion in that region dnrlne

The yellow fever nas not yet assumed any very 
dangerous form m the capital or in Callao, out the 
reports from the southern coast continue to be truly 
distressing. The beautiful city of facna, forty miles 
in the Interior from Arlca, after having escaped the 
earthquake that completely demolished the latter 
town is the scene of the ravages ot this terrible 
visitor. Of a population of 10,000 scarcely 1,600 re- 
main in the town, the greater part having fled to the 
Interior for safety, aud before the exodus took place 
at least 3,000 lell victims to the epidemic. Of the lew 
still resialng in Tacna nearly torty die every day, 
and the consternation aud terror is Bo great that no 
provisions, assistance or nurses can oe procured for 
the dick. Bodies are thrown into trenches without 
coffins or shrouds, and despite the indefatigable ef- 
forts of the physicians sen* irom here by the govern- 
ment It has been lonud Impossible to make head- 
way against the enemy. From other portions of the 
sonth we also hear reports of the same character. 
The great number of refugees from those sections 
now in Lima are subjected to the strictest quaran- 
tine, aud are constantly being visited by the medical 
men appointed for the purpose of examining their 
condition and enforcing the necessary sanitary pre- 
cautions. 
'Ihe political state of the republic continues satis- 
factory. President Balta's firm measures at the be- 
ginning ol his term, and his unrelenting prosecution 
of conspirators since then, have caused the disaf- 
fected to remain tranquil, and no grave attempt at 
revolution has taken place. Montero, whose name 
is inseparably linked with revolt, has fled from Lima, 
and his adherents are losing faith and courage. 
Indeed, no revolution would now be successful, prin- 
cipally from the reason that the condition 01 the 
public treasury does not invite speculators to med- 
dle wltb> it, and again from the fact tnat no reason 
can be alleged for a rising. If Balta can kesp Peru 
quiet during his five year term of office his name 
will be remembered always with gratitude, as dur- 
ing the short period he has already been in office the 
cduntry has progressed wonderiully m material im- 
provements, and bids fair to become a far more Im- 
portant nation than her warmest admirers ever an- 
ticipated. 
From Bolivia we have no news of Importance. The 
only item is .that in the seaport of coblja the 
yellow fever Is raging dreadfully, and all the inhab- 
itants able to leave the place are doing so. 
'ihe country appears to be perfectly quietand Mel- 
garejo is complete master or the situation. In spite 
of the remonstrances of Brazil, and an apparent de- 
sire on the part of Bolivia tp restrict the trade, large 
quantities of provisions aud munitions of war were 
being passed over the frontier to Lopei m Paraguay. 
The sympathies of the Bolivian people aud the 
profits of the enterprise cause the omcers charged 
with repressing the traffic to at times become singu- 
larly forgetful of their duties. It is to be regretted 
that the auppdes are not even, more efllcaelous and 
In greater quantity.

The most extraordinary events come to pasa In 


this country, 'ihose in power, not content Trill 
governing, consider themselves the absolute arbi- 
trators of the people, who are not consulted, and, 
moreover, are not allowed to- speak or even write. 
The government uses its own discretion and satisfies 
its own Interest without consulting the Interests of 
the masses. 
The Dominicans are worse than 


slaves, and are completely at the mercy of the gov- 
ernment, Santaua, once made master of the country, 
was careful not to let a Domlmean govern it, for 
rear that hia misdeeds would be returned with in- 
terest.

The American colony in Peru has been naturally 


very much iuterebteu and excited concerning the 
inauguration of President Grant and the declaration 
of the policy, Ac., of the new government. Since 
the news arrived of the formation of the Cabinet, 
together with the recent chances In Its organisation, 
great satisfaction has been manifested, but the por 
tlon of the President's inaugural relating to the 
foreign policy to be pursued by the United States 
has been especially well received by Americans 
here. The grave outrages which "were committed on 
citizens of our country by tne revolutionary troops 
nnder tho command of Balta, now President 
of Peru, have alreauy been communicated to the 
H* IIALD, and after a long diplomatic discussion be- 
tween the Minister of rorcign Mfoirs and our Minis- 
ter here, General Ilovey, in which the Legation em 
ployed Its utmost force, a convention was bigned, 
jprovldlng,ior the csrabllaluneut of a mixed commit 
felon to decide the existing claims. 1 his convention 
was ratified by the Peruvian Congiess and was im- 
mediately sent to the Congress of til* United States 
tor its sanction. Up to the present nothing has been 
lieard concerning it, and our citUcns arc suffering 
Irom the unnecessary delay In the payment of their 
more than just claims. It now remains to be seen, 
and It la our earnest ho_pe that Mr Pish, action In 
conformity wiru the expressed policy ol tho Presi- 
dent, will cause tlu» matter to be hastened, so that 
Ihe obligations of tlic Peruvian government, already 
acknowledged, may be discharged.

we see the returns from Jerome Pant or Metalne, 
with a couple of races a day run in heats, we know 
not what manner of men your sportsmen a*.

Ten Broec*. tnat astute turfman, who 
was "too clever by naif," not enlighten ns on these 
matters when he -was Here! Way does not some en- 
terprising Yankee—and where can we looK for en- 
terprise If not m the States'—try to Indoctrinate na 
with a love of some of your national pastimes t "wny, 
in short, are not the two countries more en rapport- 
m the matter of sport, and why should they not?-try- 
to heal their Alabama and other sores by friendly 
rivalry on the turf or in tae field T These reflections 
are suggested by a comparison of the reports or 
racing m America at the latest data with, those of 
the English fixtures during the present wees. I take 
up one ot your proressedly sporting journals and. 
flnd under the head ol "The American Surf" one-' 
hftif column of matter, Including what printers call 
here a "stickfull" of a tabulated return of one meec- 
inar, where were run two races, In heats. Turning, 
on the other hand, to an. English sporting news- 
paper, I see no fewer than twenty-four columns of 
racing matter, comprising reports of seventeen, 
meetings, at which 135 events were decided; elabor- 
ate reviews of all this running; anticipations of 
forthcoming races; long tabular returns and de- 
scriptions of the betting; lists of entries"°for meet- 
ings to come; statements of "scratchings;" elabo- 
rate reports of the doings or horses at thirteen train- 
ing quarters; stud news and a great deal more, not 
including eight or nine columns of advertisements 
giving the "price lists'" of sporting commission 
agents. 
I may be wrong in arguing from 


such premises; but, assuming tne right to do 
so, I am bound to consider taat the turf 
Is a much greater institution in England than In the 
States. Just take, as an illustration, the difference 
"between your Metaine meeting, held on April 3, and 
the Craven meeting, held at Newmarket this -week. 
The American -fixture brought out only eight horses, 
who ran two races, one of them In three heats; that 
at "headquarters" here attracted to the post more 
than a hundred and twenty horses, who took part in 
forty-three races. This is the only point of compari- 
son which, my knowledge of the American meeting 
enables me to bring out: but I may state that very 
many turfmen here travelled to HewmarKet.this day 
week; tnat the remainder went down on Monday} 
last; that they commenced betting every mornme at 
ten o'clock, and racing about one; that they returned 
to the town Irom tie heath, about five and betted 
till six; 
that in the evening 
they again 
went to the^. subscription room and speculated 
till midnight, and at the White Hart Hotel 
till one; 
and that this process was earned 
on for five days- 
Hovr does that 
compare 
with the worK of yonr turfmen f Of course, a Hew- 
market week is exceptional; but there are six of 
them during the year and two are to be added to the 
list, while there is hardly a -week during the season 
without; its Important fixture lasting two, three or 
four days, and frequently a great distance from Lon- 
don. On the whole, racing appears to me to be far 
more a business in England than in the States, and 
those who aie attached to It, from the nobleman 
down to the "welcuer," work hard at it simply for 
the purpose of making money. Whether this is a 
healthy state of affairs is a different question; but 
there the matter Is and we must make the beat ol it; 
and it joertamly is m strong contrast to racing lu 
your country, if we may juage from the newspapers 
which live by it. With regard to tne general fea- 
tures of the Craven meeting—the only one of the 
weeK to which I need reler—I may state that the at- 
tendance on the heath each day was extremely small 
and embraced only regular sporameu; that the 
weather was abnormally hot, and that the sport was 
on the w hole of good quality.

have fizzled out'of the small end of a very small 
horn—at least for the present. It will be remem 
bercd that some months since Joseph B. Stearna, 
president, and J. G. smith, superintendent, and 
several others associated with the Franklin Tele 
graph Company united In a petition to tho Massa- 
chusetts Legislature for an act of incorporation as 
the American Transatlantic and Telegraph Com- 
pany, with authority to laud a cable ou the shore of 
Massachusetts, the same to connect with, some 
foreign country. The French cable bill was pending 
at

same time,

by the

clearly presented to the committee considering 
It. The mends oftne American enterprise. Tor some 
reason or other, did not present the merits of their 
cable, which were far superior to those of the French 
line, and the result has been that the committee has 
reported adversely and their report lias been ac- 
cepted by the Senate. It may possibly be that the 
friends of the American enterprise arc hoping and 
waiting for some Congressional legislation which, 
will secure them the pnv ilege of landmz auy wliero 
in this countiy whenever they get ready to lay a 
cable. If, on the contrary, this Is noc so, It loofcs aa 
if the whole atrair was stillborn, or that an abortion 
had been successfully procured by the French cable- 
company.

The Question ol Cuban Recognition at tUe 


State Department. 


According to the Washington correspond- 


ents Mr. Secretary Pish has been ventilating 
a little the question of recognizing the bellige- 
rent rights of the Cubans. He was brought 
out, it seems, T>y the report that the British 
government couteniplat&d such recognition as 
a good stroke of policy for the purpose of 
establishing British influence and promoting 
commerce with Cuba, and in a measure to 
head off the United States there. Mr. Fish 
has no information, to confirm such a report 
arid thinks such action on the part of England 
not at all probable. Our government, it is 
said—that is Mr. Fish, we suppose—believes 
that the British government wonld not be 
likely to take any step that -would bring it into 
collision with Spain or any other European 
Power while the Alabama claims remain sus- 
pended over it. Then, it is said, so far from 
dreading the recognition of Cuban belligerent 
rights by England he would regard it as a 
favorable circumstance, and calculated to lead 
to the early acquisition of Cuba by this 
country and the injury to British commerce. 


We take it for granted that these are the 


views of our Secretary of State, for they are 
characteristic and crnde enough. We agree 
with him, and think it not likely that,the 
British government is contemplating at pres- 
ent the recognition of Cuban belligerency, but 
not for the reasons he assigns. 
England is 


not afraid of a war with Spain or any other 
European Power for such action. There is not 
the least reason to fear. Spain is not in a 
condition to go to war and would not make 
that a cause of war. Nor would any other 
European Power trouble itself to maintain 
the authority of Spain over Cuba or interfere 
in the least in the matter. A war with Spain 
seems to be the bngbear in Mr. Fish's mind. 
He has not the least comprehension of the 
situation or limited power of Spain nor of the 
Cuban question in an international point of 
view. Though a respectable gentleman he is 
a timid old fogy and utterly unfit for Sec- 
retary of State of this mighty republic. 
Though, speaking of Spain going to war with 
England should the belligerent rights of Cuba 
be recognised by the latter, he evidently tad 
in his timid mind the silly apprehension of 
such an event with this country should our 
government take the step first. Such pue- 
rility, timidity and want of comprehension in 
our Secretary of State are enough to make 
every American indignant and blush for shame 
for the humiliating position his country is 
placed in. 


If even England were disposed to take the 


first step in recognizing the Cubans as bellige- 
rents there is no reason, as Mr. Fish justly 
says, to dread that. Indeed, we ought to look 
at it favorably. Nor do we think it would pre- 
vent the acquisition of Cuba by the United 
States hereafter; for that is written down in the 
book of manifest destiny. 
But England might 


jain great advantages both to her commerce 
and prestige in Cuba and throughout the An- 
.illes, and in that point of view the British 
government is quite capable of comprehending 
its interests and acting upon them should no 
higher political considerations deter it from 
such action. England will never act from sym- 
pathy with the cruelly oppressed and struggling 
jatriots of Cuba; but she might, from self- 
interest, should she see her way clear to head 
off the United States and to weaken our influ- 
ence over the Cubans and throughout the An- 
tilles. As a reproach to our timid and weak 
government we could almost wish that England 
would take the lead in recognizing the Cubans 
as belligerents. 
We could wish this were it 


not for the shame and damaging effect it would 
tiring upon our country. Let us talk no more 
of the Monroe doctrine, of sympathy with any 
brave people struggling for their independence, 
of an American system of policy for the Ameri- 
can Continent, or of the power and dominating 
grandeur of our great republic, if we do not 
promptly accord to jthe Cubans belligerent 
rights. There never was a worse and more 
cruel despotism than that of Spain over a peo- 
ple who are our neighbors, whose interests are 
closely united with ours, and who have no ties 
or sympathy with their rulers or the old Euro- 
pean world; yet we hesitate to accord tho 
boon ef belligerent rights to them. The world 
will treat us with contempt for our weakness 
and stupidity; for we fail in magnanimity, in 
comprehending our own interests and in per- 
ceiving when tho hour of destiny points go 
plainly to the opportunity and necessity for 
action. 
Would to heaven that wo had at this 


particular time an American statesman likn 
Bismarck or Napoleon at tho helm of affairs. 
Then Cuba would soon be free and the founda- 
tion would be laid for a grand and progressive 
American policy worthy of a mighty nation. 


A Change of Cabinet the Only Safety for 


the Administration, 


When General, Grant commanded tho armies 


of the Union victory perched upon his ban- 
ners, because no man had the right to ques- 
tion his acts or demand his purposes. But 
the Presidency is a different thing. Congress 
has reduced it to a mere second mate's posi- 
tion, and every party leader who controls a 
section in Congress claims the right to issue 
orders and to know all the plans. To make 
the matter still worse, these political section 
masters are not agreed among themselves. 
Each is jealous of Ms competitors, and the 
result is confusion. 
The Washington de- 


spatches all agree that there is much dissat- 
isfaction, among the politicians there, and the 
Western newspapers are beginning to fisd 
fault with the President for this state of 
things. There is ground for complaint, and 
it lies iu the fact that the recognized head of 
the Cabinet, though a very worthy gentle- 
man of the old school, is entirely unfitted by 
his ideas, habits and tastes, for the post he 
fills. 
• 


The fact is General Grant is not a politi- 


cian and does not wish to become one. He 
fought many splendid battles and won great 
victories, for which a grateful people have 
elected him to the first office in their gift, 
and are willing to pass over his shortcomings. 
He cannot at this time take hold in. an 
entirely new field and become a great worker, 
and his disposition, therefore, is to let matters 
take their course in Cabinet council. He has 
no foreign or domestic policy to urge, no 
plans to carry out, no ambitious designs 
to foster, and therefore 
he 
has 
confi- 


dence in those he has called around him. 
But 
for 
this 
very 
reason 
he should, 


have the strongest possible Cabinet he can 
construct. This would be the best evidence 
that he entertains a lively interest in the wel- 
fare of the nation and a signal return for the 
confidence reposed in him. It is admitted on 
all sides that the present leader of the Cabinet 
is not up with the ideas of the time, and 
though eminently respectable and desirous to 
do all that lies in his power, he holds no grasp 
on the heart of the country, and is incapable 
of marking out and carrying into execution a 
policy for the administration. 


The President, therefore, should not court 


disaster by procrastination and unseemly de- 
lay. 
The voices from the east and from the 


west are signs of the rising spirit of the tunes, 
and must be heeded if he would not invite 
defeat. The unanimity with which the Senate 
and the whole country have responded to Mr. 
Snmner's recent masterly utterances on our 
foreign policy points to him as the best man 
to place in the position of Secretary of State 
and at the head of the Cabinet; and recon- 
struction of the government should at once be 
made, not only by calling him to office, but 
also by consulting him as to the persons who 
may be called to hold the other portfolios. 
With Mr. Snmner in lead as the working man 
of the administration the President can feel a* 
confidence that no gross mistakes will be com- 
mitted like those of waiting to know what 
England says before we decide upon onr 
policy in the Cuban question, or drawing up 
the instructions of Minister Motley, and with- 
out taking upon himself the supervision of 
every step in foreign or domestic affairs he 
may be sure that his administration will not 
stand before the country convicted, ot inca- 
pacity and meritorious of defeat.

There is so much 
contradiction between the assertions of the 
two parties, and so little proof adduced by 
either, that the general reader can believe 
nothing. The fact is the people in St. Do- 
mingo take little or no interest in government, 
and are pillaged or praised as may suit the 
purposes of those in power. 
The country is 


at the mercy of a few designing men- and 
ready freebooters on either side, and will gain 
immensely by any step that will introduce 
stable government and stop promiscuous pil- 
lage under the guise of protecting freedom.

When a man accepts nomination for an office 
it is virtually a pledge that if elected he 
will resign the office he holds, and if it were 
not so he would neither be nominated nor 
elected. Judge Connolly was elected Register 
while still Police Justice, and in holding on to 
the smaller office while enjoying the greater 
he violates this implied pledge.

Gate opening has had his time extended by 
the Washington authorities and will go on with 
his operations. 


OPINION. — The BoutJiern Opinion is dead — 


which is a good sign for Southern opinion. 
Every one will be glad to hear that there is no 
encouragement in the South for rank, captious, 
snarling hostility to the government, and that 
the people are no longer inclined to "nurse tho 
devil." 


If it is the opinion of the people and the 


doctors that quarantine ia not necessary to 
prevent the introduction of disease, then its 
expensive machinery ought to be abolished at 
once ; but if, on the other hand, it is held that 
quarantine cannot safely be dispensed with, 
then we should have a quarantine worthy the 
name, and not the ridiculous farce we now 
have — that while it imposes on commerce all- 
the embarrassments and expenses of sanitary 
supervision affords no safety at all to the city. 
What shall we do in the summer with our pres- 
ent system if in the winter, by the negligence 
or inefficiency of officers, pestilence is intro- 
duced into one of onr finest suburbs ? From 
the virulent type of fever that broke out on the 
ship James Foster, Jr., infection is now spread- 
ing on Staten Island. One of the men em- 


ployed on a quarantine steamer took the dis- 
ease, and hia wife, who attended him, took it 
from him. Another person, attending on the 
sick, took it and communicated it again, and 
so it goes. One of the junior physicians of 
tho Quarantine establishment, who had the 
temerity to* call these cases ship fever, has 
been driven from his place. 
By such disci- 


pline the truth is kept down, and it is no 
wonder that reporters are disliked in that 
vicinity. At the time of the arrival of the 
James Foster, Jr., the Board of Health remon- 
strated against the doings of the Health Officer, 
and he bullied that Board to silence. Can he 
bully pestilence out of the city? 


Wall Street Speculation. 


Ever since the beginning of the year there 


has been a steady rise in nearly every stock 
dealt in at the Stock Exchange. 
The move- 


ments of currency in April and the stringency, 
in money during the opening of spring business 
have usually resulted in a decline. This time, 
however, the precedent was reversed. The 
obstacle was entirely disregarded, and specu- 
lators paid exorbitant rates of interest to have 
their stocks carried rather than part with then*. 
With the relaxation of the money market the 
buoyancy has been correspondingly great. 
The advance in prices Is all the way from ten 
to forty per cent. 
The speculative fever 


seems a repetition of that which succeeded the 
inflation attendant upon the immense issue of 
paper money during the war. It appears to 
have made the round of speculative subjects, 
and, having just closed up with real estate, 
commences at the stock market again. Pri- 
marily, the incentive to the present specula- 
tion is a hope of sharing in the immense ad- 
vance in railway values which it is expected 
will ensue upon the finishing of the Pacific 
Railway, while the fashion of issuing scrip divi- 
dends will, it is thought, become quite gene- 
ral, and capital stocks be thus increased two, 
three and even fourfold. 
One scheme con- 


templates the creation of a corporation between 
this city and Buffalo, with a capital of one 
hundred millions. We have pointed out the 
dangers of all Mnds of speculation, and we 
repeat the warning again. With the decline 
of fifty per cent in breadstuffs and the opening 
of lake, river and canal navigation, the looked 
for fabulous earnings of onr railways this sum- 
mer will dwindle to very ordinary figures, 
while the question of watering stock and 
wringing extra dividends from the travelling 
public is one which the courts may yet decide 
against the'railway monopolists. 


Senator Sumtier's Heply to England. 


Senator Snmner having read the report of 


the effect produced by his recent speech in 
the Senate on the Alabama claims question, 
aa detailed in our special cable telegram 
from London published last Saturday, re- 
affirmed his position on the subject in the 
very interesting extra-parliamentary conver- 
sation which appears in our columns to-day. 
Setting out with the acknowledgment that 
the HKEAUO despatch conveyed to the Presi- 
dent and Cabinet the first intimation which 
the Executive had of the new British 
sensation, Mr. Sumner intimated that the 
asseverations of the British press 
should 


be 
received 
with 
much 
caution, for 


the reason that "England never likes to be 
told the truth, particularly when 'in the wrong." 
He did not express surprise at the irritation, 
even alarm, which now exists in that country, 
as the British people have seen the unanimity 
with which the Senate supported his views and 
rejected the Johnson-Stanley treaty, to which 
state of facts they will soon have added, de- 
spite the shifts of the London Times, the dis- 
agreeable attestation that President Grant 
coincides completely with his views. 
Mr. 


Sumner thinks that the difficulty will not lead 
to war, as he appears fully convinced that 
England will pay the amount of our bill in 
preference to fighting. Hoping for an ami- 
cable arrangement, the Senator declares that 
there shall be no yielding on the part of the 
American people after Mr. Motley has made 
known their wishes to the English Cabinet. 
These words have a truly national sound. The 
people will like them.

IMMIGRATION TO TUB USITED STATES FROM 


IRELAND AND GERMANY.—Our Cork corre- 
spondent refers in his recent letters to unmis- 
takable indications that the emigration from 
Queenstown will this year be unprecedeatedly 
large. The various steamship companies hav- 
ing boats calling there are unable to accommo- 
date the passengers who throng their offices, 
notwithstanding the rise in the price of pas- 
sages to seven and eight guineas and the 
placinu on their lines of all their available 
steamers and the chartering of others.. The 
Cumrd and Inman lines despatch one or two 
extra stefiiaaors a week to take out passengers 
loft by their regular boats, and nevertheless 
eleven hundred passengers had to be left be- 
hind on a single day, the 15th ult. A similar 
activity reigns in the German ports. 
One 


feature is common to both the Irish and the 
German emigration of the present year. 
The 


emigrants are for the most part either skilled 
artisans or small farmers, and are unusually 
well provided for the new career which they 
are to enter upon in this country. If they will 
only resist the temptations to linger in the 
crowded cities of the Atlantic coast and will 
hasten on their arrival here to tho homes that 
await them in the great West they will never 
regret having immigrated to America.

The old cry.

We are tired of this eternal nibbling of Mexican 
schemers and Wall street plotters at the 
Treasury in Washington. 
No sooner does a 


set of rulers become effete in Mexico thaa 
straightway we have negotiations for the sale 
of a slice of territory.

kept Santa Anna alive for a time. Oomonfort

Juarez - came

carpet with the McLean treaties. 
After 


these followed the Romero treaties, some 
of which, like others, their predecessors, 
were too disgusting to be submitted to the 
Senate. Now comes another Juarez applica- 
tion for a little more money in exchange for 
land. We have seen this thing ripening and 
watched the silly subterfuges which have been 
resorted to in Mexico to divert public atten- 
tion from the facts. Every Mexican ruler is 
willing to sell territory if he can only keep the 
fact from the public till such time as he can 
discount the drafts for the money. If he only 
gets that he cares not a fig for public abuse. 


It is time that this petty and retail trading 


for empire be stopped. 
Mexico is pursuing 


the «atural course of her orbit towards the 
American Union rapidly enough now, and 
there is no need of paying speculators, either 
Mexican or American, for chips when the 
entire block is coming of its own accord. 
From the day that our government will adopt 
and announce the policy that it will pay no 
more money for Mexican territory we shall see 
a new order of things springing up there. 
Mexican government is worn out and inex- 
tricably involved in debt. Mexican trade is 
shrinking continually, and presents to-day but 
a mumified resemblance to what it once was. 
Mexican society is dissolving and being dis- 
placed by anarchy and bands of robbers. A 
handful of kidnappers do not hesitate now to 
go into any town with less than ten thousand 
inhabitants and notify the most wealthy per- 
sons that they must pay down so many dol- 
lars or they will be taken to the country and 
held for ransom or death. The very men who 
to-day are offering to sell the national terri- 
tory do not dare to trust their persons one 
league from the gates of Jhe capital without a 
formidable escort. On all sides are revolu- 
tions and rumors of revolutions, which are 
kept down more by the poverty of the 
government and the country having so little 
to plunder than by any force that either can 
exert. 


The time is approaching when, as the next 


and most interested neighbor of Maxico, we 
must step in and administer government there 
in the interests of civilization and huma$»ity, 
and the payment of money for portions of the 
territory will only have the effect of delaying, ' 
instead of hastening, the course of nature. 
What is needed now is the adoption of an in- 
variable policy by the government—that it 
will pay for no more annexation. 
If any 


neighboring territory becomes a prey to thieves, 
as in Mexico, or of tigers, as ia Cuba, we may 
step in in behalf of weaker society and ex- 
tend over it the blessings of an organized 
government. 
If we do not do this some Otte 


else must, and that we cannot consent to. If 
the government of President Juarez desires to 
have its hands strengthened and its power 
restored to an efficient condition, let it make a 
proper application for the extension of our 
shield over it. We will then organize govern- 
ment with such powers that society shall be 
respected, industry and trade revived, revenue 
created, the domestic and foreign debt placed 
in due course of liquidation, and prosperity 
and happiness bloom throughout the land. But 
we want no more petty treaties nor retail 
trading in nationalities.

Mghtful inheritance. Clerical installations and 
a church dedication were dnly attended to, and 
the Positivist Society put forth a programme 
of its peculiar tenets. In the country the 
spirit was active in Newburg, Bridgeport, Port 
Jervis, Middletown, Poughkeepsie, Washing- 
ton and other central points, while in BrooMyn 
the Rev. Henry Ward Beecher admitted quite 
a number of postulants to the communion 
-of Plymouth church, after an oral pro- 
fession of faith and baptism, the reverend 
gentleman, in his praiseworthy observance of 
household economy and a due observance of 
the relative value of gold and greenbacks, 
cautioning the female novices to take off their 
bonnets lest they should be damaged by drops 
<of the water of regeneration.

iad that venerable lady attempted to relate 
ier experiences in the land of dreams to the 
first settlers of the State. The" Presbyterians 
•of Trenton, N. J., were edified by an able dis- 
course from the Rev. Dr. McCosh, President 
of Princeton College, while the Rev. R. L. 
Dana, comforted the Methodists of Jersey City 
with an angnry of the happy future of our 
jiegropopulation, drawn from the "fact" that 
A colored man was called to carry the cross to 
Calvary after the Saviour had fainted under its 
weight. 


In conclusion we may observe, without the 


slightest tendency towards an uncharitable

tria labors towards toleration, and Rome is 
preparing for a grand harmonizing

Ocean Penny Postage. 


The report of the committee appointed by 


!the British House of Commons to inquire into 
ihe policy or expediency of the subsidies to 
the Cunard and Inman lines of Atlantic 
kteamers nas disclosed some now and interest- 
ing facts. The contracts for these subsidies 
were signed by the late tory government just 
&s they were leaving office, and the odium of 
confirming them was dexterously bequeathed 
to their successors, who very properly con- 
sented to a committee to inquire into the whole 
subject of ocean postage, and incidentally into 
the mode by wbich these subsidies, extending 
over a period of eight years to come, were se- 
cured. 


There was one point, indeed, in which the 


committee appeared unable to obtain all the 
information they sought, and that was, how it 
happened that the United States government 
paid only about thirty-eight thousand pounds 
for a similar service to that for which the Bri- 
tish government paid one hundred and live 
tiiousina pounds per annum. It was given in 
evidence that the sum Great Britain pro- 
posed to pay 
the steamers 
was about 


equal to that received for postages; that 
the 
United 
States 
despatched as many 


letters to Great Britain as were received 
from there, and more newspapers, and that 
the two governments divided equally the gross 
sums leceived for postages. From which it 
followed that by our ocean postal arrange- 
ments we derived an income from the mail 
service, while Great Britain paid away her 
profits to the steamship contractors—a way of 
doing business by no means satisfactory to some 
shrewd members of the House of Commons. 


It appeared, too, that Cunard and Inman, 


once keen rivals for the postal service, had, 
after a mode well understood by contractors 
on this side of the Atlantic, agreed not to un- 
derbid ono another, and, knowing tho necessi- 
ties of the government, made identically 
similar terms, dividing the weekly services 
between them. It is very evident also, though 
not stated in so many words, that the directors 
of these companies saw that the tendency of 
•events was towards a gradual lowering of the 
rates of postage between the two countries, 
and, not having much confidence in lower rates 
producing at once such an increase in the 
number of letters as would compensate for tho 
•diminished postage, demanded and got be- 
tween them a lump sum of one hundred and 
five thousand pounds a year secured for 
a term of eight years. 
The two govern- 


ments may fix tho letter and newspaper 
postage at any rate they please. That ia no 
concern of the contractors. The British Post 
Office Department may or may not make a 
handsome profit out of tho postages after 
paying this sum. It may bo presumed that tho 
contractors suppose it will not, otherwise they 
would have undertaken to carry tho mails for 
tho postages instead of for a fixed sum. Wo 
think they aro wrong, if peace continues be- 
tween tho two countries; bnt they aro tho best 
judges of their own interests. 


What chiefly concerns tho public la, however, 


that there is nothing in these contracts which, 
hinders the Post Office authorities from re- 
ducing the rates of postage between the two 
countries to at least half the present rate when 
the existing convention terminates, as it does 
at the end of this year. Last summer Mr. 
Randall, 
on the 
part of the 
pnited 


States, 
announced 
that 
it 
would 
be 


the aim of our 
government 
to reduce 


the rate to six cents, or three pence sterling, 
per half ounce—that ia, one penny for the ocean 
service and one penny each for the land ser- 
vice in the United States and Great Britain 
respectively. There can be no doubt that the 
present Postmaster General will follow the 
policy of his predecessor, and it is no secret 
that a tender has already been made by the 
agent of one of the popular, unsubsidized 
lines of steamers, to perform the ocean mail 
service at the rate of one penny per ounce. 
There can. be no question, that the interests of 
the public demand that the lowest rate of 
remuneration at which, one well established 
line of steamers offers to carry the mails should 
be the measure for all. When the next postal 
convention is made with Great Britain we trust 
Mr. Cresswell will insist on this point. Great 
Britain, having agreed to pay one hundred 
and five thousand pounds a year, will natu- 
rally try to establish a rate which shall remu- 
nerate her for this outlay, or, iu fact, make 
the service carry her heavy contracts. But 
our government, having wisely declined to 
hamper itself by the system of subsidies, will 
be in a position to consult public interests alone, 
which imperatively demand a six, cent rate. 
All experience shows that a reduction of the 
rate of postage increases the number of letters 
in a geometrical ratio, and our Post Office 
Department is in a position to reap at once all 
the advantages of this weE known law. At 
the outset the proposed reduction might cause 
a loss to the British Post Office, though ulti- 
mately it would be as profitable as to ours. 
But there can be no good reason why our 
people should meanwhile be taxed to support 
the monopoly the British system of subsidies 
tends to produce.

THE STATE CAPITAL. 


Text of the Medical Prescription Bill. 


AtBANT, May 2,18B9. 


The following is the text of the act introduced by 


Mr. Carpenter, of the Assembly, ana not^ awaiting 
the Governor's signature, regulating the preparation 
of medical prescriptions:-— 


SECTION 1. No nerson employed or m attendance 
at any drug store or apothecary shop shall prepare 
a medical prescription unless he has served two 
years' apprenticeship in a drug atore, or is a gradu- 
ate of a medical college, or a college of pharmacy, 
except under the direct supervision of some person 
possessing some one of the before mentioned qualifi- 
cations; nor shall any one navmg permanent charge 
as proprietor or otherwise, in any store at which 
druga are sold by retail, or at wtuch. medical pre- 
scriptions are put up for sale or use, permit the pat- 
ting up or preparation thereof therem by any per- 
son, unless sued person has served two years as ap- 
prentice la a retail drug store, or is a graduate or a 
medical college or a college of pharmacy. 


SEC. 2. Any person violating the provisions of lliis 
act shall be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor and 
shall be punished by a flue not exceeding $100 or 
by imprisonment not to exceed six months m the 
county jail, and in case of death ensuing from such, 
violations the persott offending shall be deemed 
eullty of a felony ana be punished by a fine not 
less than $1,000 nor more than $5, ooo or or imprison- 
ment in the State Prison for a term of not leas than 
two jeara nor more than four years, or by both flnefc 
and imprisonment, in the discretion of the court. 
SEC. 3. This .act shall tatte effect immediately.

fho Alabama Clalma-»Interviefv with Senator 


Saxsiner—Hia 
Views of 
tlie Excitement 


over BIB Speech in England—McCreery and 
Iteverdy Johnson Ventilated—The Instrnc- 
to minister Motley. 
The firival of the HERAXD here last evening con- 


taining tne special cable despatch setting forth the 
views of the British Cabinet and the comments of 
the English press on Senator Snmner's speech, and 
the rejection of tne Alabama claims treaty waa the 
first intimation the government officials here had 
of tne manner m which Great Britain received the 
news of tne action of the Senate. 
Tne tone and 


temper of the English press creates some-surprise 
in official circles, and no little excitement among 
politicians and the people generally. Everybody 
is Inquiring, "Are we to have war with England ?" 
Senator sumner, who might be supposed to be more 
interested than any other person on account ot the 
storm his speech has raised la Great Britain, taxes 
the matter rather coolly. He seems to have antici- 
pated something of the kind, though he hardly 
thinks the editor of the London Tones could ha,ve 
read his speech through carefully, otherwise he 
would not have characterized it aa puerile, unrea- 
sonable and unstatesmanlike. Tour correspondent 
called npon Senator Sumner to-day for the purpose 
of ascertaining what tie thought of the tempest 
in a teapot being raised over his speech 
by tae 
English press. 
The Senator 
was 


m the best of humor, and though delving away at a 
mass of letters and papers on Ills table, very commu- 
nicative also. Senator simmer Is perhaps the most 
industrious,, hard working public man in Washing- 
ton, bnt he is never so busy, never so much engaged, 
that he 13 not willing to communicate with, the 
representatives of the public press when they call 
upon "him. Our Interview rau about as follows:— 


CORRESPONDENT—Mr. Senator, your speech on tlie 


Alabama claims is creating considerable feeling in 
England, judging from the comments of the English 
press. 


Mr- SUXTNER—Is there anything later on the sub- 


ject tnantne cable despatch, published in Saturday's 
HERALD! 


CoKRESPOMMEiT—Nothing that I have seen. 
Mr. SujfNEB—lam-not altogether surprised attfce 


way they nave taTcen it. England does not lite to be 
toll the truth. There never has been a time since 
the Conqnest when England lited to be told the 
truth, especially if she liappened to be m the wrong. 
I consider that this is the first time she has tad. the 
truth squarely told tier about the Alabama claims. 


CORRESPONDENT—-I notice, Mr. Senator, that even 


your friend John Bright does not quite agree with 
you this time. 


Mr. SmtNEE—So; bnt he tells the British Cabinet 


in so many words that the embarrassment caused 
by my speech, serves them rlcut, John Bright Knows 
very well that England Is in the wrong In this mat- 
ter. 


CORRESPONDENT—Do you think we will have a 


war w'.ln England, Mr. senator, before this thing ia 
settled! 


Mr. SumrEB—No, sir; I don't think we shall have 


war. I hope there is enough intelligence and good 
seuse on botn sides of tie Atlantic to avoid 
that. 
Our new Minister; Mr. Motley, under- 


stands tula whole question thoroughly aud lie knows 
mst what to do and how to do It. 


CORRESPONDENT—The tone of the English, presses 


quite belligerent, you notice. One of tne papers, the 
London Star, said to be John Brlght's organ, 
says:—"If Mr. Motley's instructions are couched 
in a similar spirit (to your speech) his mission will 
be fruitless." 


Mr. SuMKER—I am inclined to think that neither 


the British Ministry nor the British press understand 
our position exactly oa this question. The Alabama 
claims treaty, as it is called. Is the nrst instance 
since I have been chairman of the Committee on 
Foreign Relations where a treaty was absolutely re- 
ported against—that is, with tlie recommendation 
that it be rejected. I have frequently recommended 
some change or amendment In the terms of a treaty, 
but I do not remember to have reported that a treaty 
ought to be rejected. You know the Senate was al- 
most unanimous in rejecting the Alabama. treaty- 
There was bnt one vote In. Its favor—that of Senator 
McCreery, of Kentucky. Now, I do not wlsH to say 
anvthlng unkind of Mr. McCreery, bnt you know he 
Is intensely pro-slavery to tlua day. He would argue 
a whole day, if you would listen to him, m favor of, 
tlic rigntCulness of tlie institution of slavery. He is, 
therefore, an exception to tae general opinion of 
American, citizens, 


CORRESPONDENT—Senator McCreery, I take It, can 


hardly be called a representative man of the demo- 
cratic party. 


Mr. SUHNER—No; that is a very true remark. He 


does not represent any person ou this question but 
himself. The Senate, therefore, may be said to be 
unanimous In Its rejection of the treaty. Now as 
regards my speech, that waa delivered, aa yon know, 
in the presence or a full Senate. I taluk It was 
rather pacific In Its tone, but It reflects the almost 
unanimous opinion of the Senate, and indeed orthe 
administration. So far as the President ot the 
United States Had considered the subject he coin- 
cided with, my views exactly.

the leading men of the Senate took the trouble to 
endorse all I had said. Such men us Mr. Fessenden, 
Mr. Sherman aud Mr. Howard said that the speecn 
met their entire approbation. Mr. Chandler waa 
quite enthusiastic over It. Wnat followed ? The in- 
junction of secresy was unanimously removea and 
the speech was spread before tho country. It met 
with a response from the press aud tne people 
almost as unanimous as it had received from tho 
Senate. What nextt On that same day, after mr 
speech was delivered and the treaty rejected, I 
moved to take up ana consider the nomination of 
Mr. Motley- It was taken up out of Ita course, not aa 
it stood on the calendar, and that without a 
dissenting voice. The "no" of Mr. McCreery waa 
not eveu heard ou thts&uestlou. Mr. Motley waa 
unanimously confirmed. Now this was- ail done on 
one day, aud it waa all of a piece. It was all ono. 
thing—one act, as It were. The English Ministry, 
docs not seem to understand this. 


CORRESPONDENT—According to tne coBic telcgjtam 


Mr. Gladstone seems to think that the treatr was 
rejected on political grounds alone. 


Mr. SUMNEB—Yes; ho says no has assurance from 


reliable quarters that such waa the fact. Now where 
could he get such assurance ? Certainly not from, 
any person In this country whose opinion would 
amount to anything. Ho must have got It from Mr. 
Ucvcrdy Johnson. Mr. Thornton is too well posted, 
to-have communicated oar such Information. 


CoBRBsrONDBNT—Probably Mr. Johnson lias repre- 


sented to Mr. Gladstone that tbc treaty was rejected 
because tbo majority la tho Senate was agamst-boitt 
him and President Johnson, merely, aa a, matter of 
spito or revenge. 


MB. SrjMNBB-Jvery likely; bnt, snob la not tne 


fact. The verj next day after toe Alabama treavr 
was "rejected, l moved in executive session to take np 
tho British, naturalization treaty, which was also,iae- 
gotiatw.% Mr. Reverdy Johnson, and U ffM. rati- 


fied. . Mow If we had been disposed to act In a spirit 
of revenge we might have rejected that treaty also. 
Mr. Johnson, I nave no doubt, feels mortiaed; out 
wo cannot help that. lam surprised at toe>Britteli 
Ministry, composed aa U la of politicians, tne* It 
should go on negotiating this treaty wltu Rev- 
erdy Jobnaon .under the circumstances. You 
will 
notice that 
the negotiations were all 


carried ou after General Grant 
Had

elected President, The treaty was signed 
to 


January. It waa in. that peculiar time to our system 
of government between the two administrations, 
when the acting President may be said to Have 
nothing In the Shape of a party behind him. Keverdy 
Johnson really did not represent anybody then, at 
least be did not represent the majority of the Ameri- 
can people. The British. Ministry shoulu have been, 
sharp enough to liave seea this, and postponed ne- 
gotiations until the new administration came into 
power. 
I thouga* once or twice of calling Mr. 


Thornton's attention to tnis, bur npon reflection I 
did not see that I had any right to- do 1C. There ia a 
curious circnmstance connected with the rejection 
of me Alabama treaty for which-1 am at a loss to 
account. I notice that the London Times—

speech. The Ttmtss ot toe 15th. contains a cable 
telegram announcing the confirmation of Mr, Motley 
and Mr. Jay.

CosstaspONDENT—How ao you account for tha^ 


Mr. Senator? There can be little doubt, I tmnt, that 
the announcement was sent irom this side by tlie 
Associated Press, 


Mr. STODTEB—There can be but one theory about 


it—tne fact must lave been suppressed in England 
either by Reuter or by the government, most proba- 
bly the latter, through Renter. The Britrau eoveia- 
ment was apprised: of it, however, at an early period, I 
foil understand Mr- Thornton sent a despatch, by 
cable announcing tile-action of tne Senate. 


CoBKESroNpBST—How do you account for the I 


English press not publishing your speech In con- 
nection with, their comments on it? 


Mr. StwCNER—^Hurt looks a little snsplconstoo. It 


would seem as If they were a/raid to let the people 
read if, before t&e paper* Sad a chance to prejudice 
public sentiment against It 1 thins, however, they 
wOl be compelled to print it. 


COBEESPONDENT—-How does Mr. Thornton, tue 


British Minister, take the-speecft? 


Mr. STOKER—Mr. Thornton is now absent from 


the city. I lave not seen Him but once since I 
delivered my speech, and tnat was the day after, 
wnen I met turn at dinner. He seemed to be very 
calm then. He is not tie trod of man to make war. 


COBEESTONDENT—Mr. Senator, do you think tie 


Alabama business can be amicably arranged* 


Mr. STTMMJE—I nope so- Wnen the Briton gov- 


ernment and people understand our position better 
I thiDi mttca. of tlie ttifflcolty wfll vanish. Ton see, 
they say, "What is the use of such, an intense feeling 
on tie part ottne Americans about a. few sMps? 
John Bull could put Ms Hand In one of his pockets 
and pay t_e damages in an, Hour," But that la not 
exactly the point. They don't loo*, at it as we do. 
They don't take into consideration the Injury they 
have done us. As Eiehard Cobdensaid, they might as 
well have battered do wn an our cities on the seaboard. 
The injury Great Britain nas inflicted oa us is greater 
tnan it was in the war of 1815!, much, greater. TVe 
have denned our position now, and I Have reason 
to'kuow there will be no yielding. We ask nothing 
but what is fair, and our people mean to have jus- 
tice at least. 
Mr. Motley sails oa Die 19th of this month. As I 


have already said he understands the question, and 
is fully apprised of the wisnes of the administra- 
tion. " Until he arrives in England nothing can. be 
done. It has been reliably ascertained that the instruc- 
tions or this government to Minister Motley do not 
suggest any mode of adjusting tue penning ques- 
tions between the United States and Great Britain. 
Nor do tney require Mm at present to propose the 
reopening of negotiations for the settlement of the 
Alabama and other claims. Our government wfll 
act with the deliberation due to tMs Important sub- 
ject, and oaretnlly avoid any cause of offence while 
firmly presenting the American side of the Question 
toner Majesty's government when, occasion. BuaQ. 
require. No one connected with the administration, 
including the President, nor doss tae Brltlau Minis- 
ter apprehend any injurious consequences from the 
almost unanimous rejection of the Alabama claims 
treaty by the Senate; and this is stated on the au- 
thority of gentlemen who, fearful of serious diffi- 
culties, made special and private inaulry In official 
circles, and thus satisfied themselves of the troth, of 
this statement.

The rise of gold to 135 Is one of the~ unsatisfactory 


features of the financial situation. It Is very un- 
oomplimentary to our national credit that we 
should thus retrograde instead of going forward, 
especially as so many lond anticipations of a steady 
approach to specie payments were indulged in with 
the advent of the present administration and the 
present business season. These anticipations were 
natural with the decline of the premium which 
succeeded the winter and ensued upon the Immense 
foreign demand for our government securities. 
Until within the past week they seemed still possi- 
ble of realization; but the fact is too patent that in 
our dealings

has been blamed ror his apathy or lack of ability in 
administering the finances of the country, and while 
there Is an impression that In hoarding the govern- 
ment gold he has played into the hands of the cold 
gamblers of the Kew York market, he is not wholly 
responsible for the evil of dearer gold. His inten- 
tions are doubtless most proper and well meant, bnt 
he does not possess the capacity to grasp ibe great 
problem which more lanious financiers would hesi- 
tate to attempt the solution of. His statement of the 
public debt for the past month shows a reduction of 
over six: millions, which was as much a surprise to 
him as to the public. Last Thursday he commenced 
hisprogramme of weekly gold sales, bnt sold went up 
immediately thereafter and continued its ascent to tne 
close of the weeK, when it touched its highest, 
despite the contribution to the market of nearly ten 
millions In payment of the May coupons. These facts 
show that he is not wiioliy to blame. The trouble lies 
In the extravagant amount of onr imports, which 
for the period since January i were over $100,000,000. 
This sum is twentr-flve millions In excess of last 
year, and about equal to our uncorts in the inflation 
of 186S. Our exports for the same period were 
about fifty-two millions. The movement in specie 
was about three millions against us. 
The total 


balance against us at this time Is, therefore, 
about nrty millions, to the payment or which 
we 
have exported government bonds 
aud 


railway stocks, variously estimated at from thirty

millions. 
We are, therefore, 


Btul heavily In'debt to forelsn countries, eren allow- 
ing that our payment in bonds is satisfactory and 
effectual, which many are Inclined to question. 
Should oar national securities "come back to us 
through any panic or fear of our stability the pros- 
pect would be a very cheerless one; but it is certain 
that as long as tne Interest is regularly and promptly 
paid such a conun.jency need not be counted upon, 
BO far, especia.ly, as England Is concerned, whose 
consols are investments tue principal of which it ia 
understood will never be paid. The unsatisfactory 
character of onr lorcign trade is, therefore, the real 
secret of the appreciation of the gold premium. As 
to the remedy whicashould be applied, the discussion 
Is one meriting moie space than can be devoted IB this 
paragraph. It Is a suojecc, however, which should 
promptly arrest the attention of all classes of the 
community. National extravagance is individual 
bankruptcy. Until tnere Is a more healthy tone in 
the character of our loreign trade relations the zov- 
ernment has it In its power to arrest the inflation 
which will succeed the advance in gold. There are 
over ninety millions la tieasure now iu the hands of 
Secretary Bou.well. A largo portion of this sum 
could be devoted to combating the rise In the pre- 
mium. It Is lying n the vaults of the Treasury, 
drawing no interest, and can be spared. The present 
system of weekly gold salss could be pursued as 
long as the 
currency withdrawn would work 


no stringency in the money market. The rest 
of the gold could be directly used to purchase 
and cancel government bonds. We should thus be 
spared the humiliation of. seeing onr greenbacks 
continue to depreciate. We may boast of our enter- 
prise, progress and civilization, but rival nations 
can taunt us taac our national notes ot hand are 
worth only seventy-four per cent of their face. 
When in eilete, debt-udclon, bankrupt Austria, gold 
Is at a premium ol omy 17, it is humiliating thac in 
our country it is at 35.

The apprehension or the state of things aoove re- 


ferred to was rejected In greater firmness in the 
market for foreign exchanges. 
The bills drawn 


against bonds in the eaiher period of the speculation 
In governments nave been gradually absorbed, and 
the time is approaching for the extinction of cotton 
bills. While the crop has been nearly sixty thou- 
sand bales less tuan last year our exports of cotton 
have been seventy thousand less. The expansion ot 
our home manufactuics and tho increase in home 
consumption are reducing the exports of cotton 
year by year and thus diminishing the supply of 
bills. At the close, while the market was duller, 
owing to the higher price of gold, the prime bankers 
were rigid in their demand for 109;^ for sixty days 
ana 109% for short stjht sterling. 


Until the receipt in England of tho mall report of 


Senator Suinner's speech on the Alabama claims 
there was continued buoyancy In the market for 
government bonds, and the '62's sold freely at the 
remarkable price ol 122. The discussion of the 
speech caused an uneasiness in the foreign market, 
especially as the London bankers are already carry- 
ing large amounts, and on Friday there was a de- 
cided decline in the loreign quotation. This was 
followed by a yielding in tho New York market, 
particularly lor the '07's, which declined to lioij. 
Late ou Saturday there was a reaction in all Issues, 
based upon the higher price for cold, and the more 
widespread impicssion that Secretary Boutwell will 
avail himself or the authority of the Sinking Fund 
act to retire a per cumage of the uonded debt. 


Southern secuiiues lelt the effector the specula- 


tion which ran through the whole list of the Stock 
Exchange: but tlie demand waa more pronounced 
for the leading femie b mds. Tho Alabama eights 
touched 101—a rauiur hopeful sign of reconstruc- 
tion—wnile the Loulbiaua levee eights advanced to 
00. The latier wu e doubtless started by a speech of 
Lieutenant Governor Dunn, who waa introduced at 
the Stock Bxchauje during a visit to this city, and 
expressed very sanguine hopes of the recuperation 
of his State. The 'lenncbsecs, after considerable 
buoyancy, lell off, but closed firm, while the North 
Carolmas weievciy variable, owing to conflicting re- 
ports of the Stale 'iroasiiier In his effort to negotiate 
the payment of the Jauuary and May Inteicst. 


The money ma-Ket was easy at six and hcvcn per 


cent a favorable contrast to last year, when funds 
were in good octnaud at seven per cent as late as 
the 10th of Mav, We are so much the earlier, there- 
fore, in recovering ironi the spring stringency. After 
two o'clock on haturday there was a sharp inquiry 
.at tho full legal rate, owing to the temporary wants 
-Of moving daj in tho general community, and tho 
withdrawals of the Cily Chamberlain to pay tho in- 
terest on the clly stocks. This activity was aided by 
parties supposed to be inaugurating a "bear" raid ou 
stocks, the extent of which could not, however, to de- 
tected. Commercial paper reflects the easier stale of 
the money market and the disposition of the country 
banks to renew their inquiry for this class of Invest- 
ments. Prime four months paper, double names, is 
quoted at seven and a half to nine per cent discount. 
Short paper Is not so much in demand, because buy- 
ers, on the advent or the summer easo in money, 
prefer to'brldge over the interval with long paper at 
present rates. The weekly bank statement is quite 
favorable. The deposits arc unusually large, owing to 
tho payment of the government interest, although 
the actual specie increase Is less than halt a million.
